Granted, On Condition that the Officer: and Soldiers ſhall ſerve only when 
they are exchanged, and the Allies have afually received an Equivalent.

only to act offenſively againſt the Mareſchal d Har. 
court, who commanded the French Army within the 
Lines of L auterburgh, but alſo to give the Enemy a 
Diverſion by a ſeparate Body, concerted the pro 
Meaſures for this end, with Count de Merci: and ha- 
ving furniſh'd bim with Pontons, and as many 
Troops as were thought requiſite, ordered him forth- 
with to march towards the Black Foreſt, and then 
paſs the Rhine and invade Alſace. | 

That General having accordingly paſs'd the Rhine 
at Rhinefeldt, advanc'd through the Territories of the 
Canton of Bazil into Upper Alſace ;, which gave no 
ſmall Alarm to that Country, where they had ſeen 


no Enemy for a long time. Hereupon the French aſ- 


ſembled the few Troops they had in thoſe Parts at 
Ormarſheim, where they ſeem'd reſolvd to make a 
ſtand, and give time to Count du Bourg to come to 
their Aſliſtance, with a ſtrong Body detach'd from

1709. dies, report that they have counted above 80000f the 
Enemies on the Field of Battle, beſides others that fell 
, © in the purſuit which they have buried up and down, 
We have alſo an Account, that the Enemy are ſtill flying, 
and have abandon'd above 3oco Waggons to our Men, 
© and that they put their own Wounded to the Sword, 

leaving them extended on the Roads. 

Prince Menzikoff, who march'd the 28th in Purſuit of 
the Enemy, could not overtake them till the 3oth, not- 
withſtanding all the Expedition he made; for they retir'd 
precipitately, leaving behind them the greateſt Part of 

their Baggage. That Day his Highneſs diſcovered them, 
poſted very advantageouſly near the ſmall Town Perewoloc- 

214, at the Foot of a Mountain on the Bank of the Bon- 

fthenes ; and was inform'd by the Quarter-Maſter of a Re- 

iment, and ſome Malachiant, who were taken Priſoners, 

hat the King of Sweden had paſs'd the Boryſthenes by 

ſwimming, with Majors-General Sparrand Lagercroon, and 

300 of the beſt mounted Troopers, about Three Hours 

before; and had left on this ſide the Remains of his Army 

under the Command of General Lewenhaupt.

that of his Subjects, was in a great Meaſure wraptup; and 
conſidering beſides, that his Men had neither Proviſions to 
ſubiſt, nor Ammunition to defend themſelves; nor yet 
Boats to croſs the Bory/thenes; he aſſembled his Generals and 
Officers, and made to them the following Speech: Chi-

' 1 IS with Extreme Sorrow I find my ſelf obliged to 
abandon you to the Mercy of a Victorious Enemy.

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© have, under divers Pretences, carry d the Plague of War

Moreover, We are ſufficiently inform'd of the ill De- 
* ſign of Sweden againſt us, and our State, not only by 
Letters ſign'd by the King sown Hand, and confirm d by 
* ſeveral ſharp Expreſſions, for which there were no other 
grounds than ridiculous Pride and Arrogance; but alſo 
; = the continual Endeavours of his Miniſters at Foreign 
* Courts, to thwart all our Concerns, and to put falſe 
Conſtruct ions upon our equitable Conduct, Orders and 
* Deſigns; with no other end than to render us ſuſpected 
Aby our Friends and Allies, and if poſſible, odious to all 
* the World; as is ſufficiently known to, and freſh in the 
Memory of, ſeveral Potentates, with whom the Sweaiſ 
* Miniſters have uſed ſuch Arrtifice. So that if regard be 
© had thereto, and to the repeated, manifeſt, and preme. 
* ditated Infringmentsof the Treaties which are between 
* us, Which we have frequently borne with Patience, to 
© preſerve the Peace of the North, for the Good of the 
* Publick: And if we conſider the innate Malice and Re- 
© venge of the King of Sweden, who, not to mention the 


* grevious andunaccountable Oppreſſion of his own Sub- 


* zefts, had no leſs in view, than the Ruin of his Neigh- 
* bours ; to paſs over in ſilence the Haughty, and, as to

* Party have puſh'd Things with ſo much Audacionſneſs, that 
* by their taking Poſſeſſion of the Epiſcopal See, not only the 
* Rights of the Houſe of Holſtein, are at flake ; but they violate 
* a Peace Confirmed by the Authority of Jo many powerful Prin-

Zut to be brief, the Matter of this Letter is as falſe 
* as the Expreſſions of it are injurious and intolerble. 
For, it is notorious, and in ſpite of all the ſubtle Inſinu-

* je&s had a ſhare. This Decree, which was made ſhortly 
* after the Peace of Lunden, in 1681. was proteſted againſt 
* the 11th of May 1687. in the Royal Senate at Srocholm. 
but without any Effect, or any Regard ſhewn, on the

The very Words of the King's Decree are theſe : The 
© Projef* concerning the Alum-Manufa#ure, and the raiſing of

Manufacture affords with little Charge. 2. By reaſon of the 
Advantage which is expected from it, viz.

From this Decree every one may ſee, that according

' continually receive Complaints from our Magiſtrates 
and Inhabitants in thoſe Parts. It would be tedious to 
' enumerate all the manifeſt and notorious Enormities 
committed by the Swedes againſt us and our Subjects;

once for all, to 150 a ſufficient Security for our ſelves 
and all our Subjects. 

And for the more ſpeedy & effectual performing there-

en. That this Right of the People was not on y evident from 
the firſt Book of Samuel, and many other ananſaerable Inſt u- 
ces of Scripture. but from the very Nature of the Thing, and 
all Notions of Sovereign and Indept&ndent Government: For if 
every Sovereign Government had not a dernter Reſort, with- 
in themſelves, they muſt be Dependent ſomewhere or other: 
and no Controverſies betwixt Princes and their Subjects, could 
be determined withous an Appeal to a Foreign Judicature: 
Which deftroys all Notions of Sovereignty, unleſs we Place it 
in an Univerſal Monarch. That as God never appointed 4 
ſuch, we baue no Way left to decide ſuch Controverfies, but 0 
the Body of the People, or their Repreſentatrves, as was pra- 
dis d by God's own People the Jews, according to his own 
Direction; without referring them to the Eldeſt of Adam,

Political Diſcourſe of the Laws and Government of Eng- 
land, &c. p. 23. That our Progenitors acted in this accord- 
ing to the Apeſtolical Practiſe and Pattern for in the fiſt 
Oecumenical, and unerring Synod held at Jeruſalem (Ad; 
15. ver. 4, 6, 12, 22, and 23.) the Multitude, the whole 
Charch, was preſent and join'd with the Apoſtles in their De. 
cree about Circumciſion, Idclatry, Fornication, Things flrangled, 
and Blood, That our Conſtitution, in Church and State, fer 
which the Doctor pretended ſuch Zeal, was attack'd by none 
ſo violeutiy as by himſelf, and thoſe of bis Principles; who, 
under Pretence of ſupportivg it did aflually undermine it; 
which made him and bis Party liable to all the Anathemas 
with which he threaten'd others : For inſtead of the falſe Charge 
which be brought againſt Moderate Church-men, and thoſe 
be call'd Fanaticks, whom he would have to be united Friends 
and Brethren of the Papiſts, he made it evident that he hin- 
ſelf, and his Faction, were juſily chargeable with it, and that 
they fell in with the Deſigns of thoſe who were for a Popiſh 
Prince, and a Frerch Government; whereas the Moderate 
Church-men and Diſſenters, had given undeniable Proofs of 
their unbiaſs'd and ſteady Zeal and Affedlion to the Govern- 
ment, during the laſt and preſent Reign. That no Man in 
bis Senſes could believe, that ſuch Men as Doctor Sacheverel 
were Friends to her Majeſty's Government, and the Conſtituti- 
en, who aſſerted the abſolute Illegality of reſiſting Princes on 
ary Pretence 'whatſoever ; That all the Werld knew Her 
Majefty. Her Self, and Her late Royal Conſort, join'd thoſe 
zbat rock Arms againſt Her Father, out of a Senſe of a Fu- 
periour Obligation they weve under to God and their Country;

Too few undoubted- 
ly there were, that could juſtly Glory they had no ſhare

© Some out of ſelfiſh Views, miſ-repreſenting the Subject 
to the Prince, and others tor the ſame Reaſons a; active, 
© © to create Jealoufies of the Prince among. his Subjects. 
Oae ſort inſtilling into the Sovereign, that the inſiſting 
on the Rights and Priviledges of People, was an Inva- 
* fion'on his Prerogativez and others as foully aſperſing 
his Majeſty to the People, that the Miſtakes he had 
been carried into, had too deep a Root ever to be cured. 
Some Men injadiciouſly aſſerting a kind of unlimited 
© Power in the Prince, — framing an abſolute paſſive Obe- 
* dience for the Subject, gave Advantages to others to 
© ſpread and foment Jealouſies of Deſigns at Arbitrary 
Government; and on the other fide, the honeſt Zeal 
© ſome .exprcſ,'d. againſt theſe novel and dangerous Tenets, 
gave Opportunities to others, to repreſent them to bis 
* Majeſty. urder the odious Characters of Fadtious, Turbu- 
* lent 3pirits, of Republican Principles, and Enemies to his 
f Government, . 5 
2 ' 4 Theſe 
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© Theſe Seeds of Jealouſie and Diſcontent, grew to ſuch 
© a Degree, that at length one fort were wrought up to ſo 
* much Violence, as to think if their Intercſt, not to truſt 
* the Prince with Power, any more than other warm 
* Heads on the contrary fide, thought it ſafe to truſt 
* the People with Liberty. 

But it Men would have given themſelves Leiſure for 
Thought and Reflection, they might, in a good Mea- 
* Meaſure, have obviated theſe fatal Suſpicions, The Aſ- 
© fiſtance his Majeſty thought fit to ſend to the Rochellers, 
ordering, at the ſame Time, a publick Faſt for them a- 
© mong his Subjects (for neither of which do we ever 
© find the leaſt REmorſe in any of his retired Meditati- 
ons) is a Demonſtration, that whatever Doctrines ſome 
* deGgning Men might maintain, Himſeif neither thought 
© abſolute Power the Right of Kings, nor unlimited paſſive 
Obedience the Duty of Subject:: For that could not be 
© thought an abſolute Right, or an abſolute Duty, in Eng- 
© land, which was not ſuch in France, On the other (ide, 


it ought to have been looked upon as a very ill-ground- 


ed Suſpicion, that their Intention was to ſtrip their So- 
* vereign of his Authority, who had ſought no more than 
the Protection of the Laws. 

2. Their Crime was very heinous, that Bere for 
breaking out into open Acts of Hoſtilities, for embru- 
ing their Hands in the Blood of their Fellow Subjects, 


. ® and ſacrificing one another to their Unchriſtian Reſent- 


ments; that were for perpetuating War and Deſolati- 
© on in theic Country, and making it a Field of Blood, 
* rather than hearkening to an happy Accommodation, 
that might have reinflated the Kingdom m its Quiet, 
© and their Sovereign in his Throne, 

* But there was this fatal Overſight on both ſides, not 
© to diſcern a ſecret Engine of Miſchief, a French Fadli- 
© on, that had made its way, and play'd a double Part 
© amongſt them. On the one Hand, it had work'd its 
* ſelf into ſo great Credit, as to be thought to influ 
* ence the Councils, and diate Meaſures that were al- 
© ways diſtaſtful to the Engliſh Nation; and on the o- 
© ther Hand, had found Means to exaſperate thoſe very 
© Men, and to fill their Heads with Fears and Apprehen- 
* fions, that had the greateſt Jealouſies of its Deſigns. 
* France hath been always active by its Agents, to corrupt 
© ſome amongſt us to betray their Country, and her En- 
* deavours have not proved wholly unſucceſsful, She has 
commonly found out ſome imperceptible ways of con-

* ſtitution of our Church does not appear to be an Origi- 
* nal Deſign: For which we have the Word of an 22 
* rian of undoubted Authority, But when Men's heats are 
© once raiſed, they generally run raſhly into all kinds of 
_ © Oppoſition to thoſe, that eſpouſe the contrary Party, 

* and make what Repriſals they can upon them; and ſo 
© this excellent Church became a Sacrifice to Humour and 
© Paſſion. Its Fall was occaſioned, through-a DiſaffeRion 
© and Hatred to ſome Church-men, rather than to the 
Church its ſelf: For our Church could give no occaſion 
* for any Men's Hatred and Enmity to her, She was 
© formed after the Primitive Pattern, and, like thoſe Pri- 
© mitive Times, pure and ſimple, adorned with none but 
© Chriſtian G-aces and Virtues Her Doctrines, derived 
from the Fountain of Truth; her Ceremonies decent and 
© ſignificant ; her Liturgy beſt ſuited to excite unaffected 
* Piety and Devotion, and ( which one would think 
might have ſecured her) her Temper meek, charitable 
* and inoffenſive. | : 

© Tt may be indeed, that the unnatural Diſputes and 
© Contentions among ſome of her Members, might provoke 
* God Almighty, to give an Opportunity to thoſe, who 
' © (uſpefted many of them, of maintaining too unlimitted 
© a Power in their Sovereign, and of graſping at too much 
© themſclves (though without any faffcient Authority 
from the Church for either) to effect her Ruin. | 

4. Another Crime of a very fatal Conſequence, was 
* the driving into Exile, our young and innocent Princes; 
* the rr to fly into a Land, the worſt that 
© could be, for their Intereſt and ours; where they eaſily 
* imbibed its Vices, or, which is as unhappy for Princes 
© that are deſtin'd to govern Proteſtants, its Religion 

* Bit 5, and Laſtly, Of all the Crimes, the moſt ſavage 
© and inhuman was, the demanding Juſtice upon the King 
* himſelf, having firſt uſed him with all manner of Indig- 
© nities —— But, it muſt be own'd, That very many 
* theſe that had taken up Arms, declared their jaſt Deteftati- 


* on of that berrid Faft, by their r 


* teflations againſt it. The Voice of the Nation, almoſt of all 
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Parties, univer;ally condemn'd it. And thoſe who deli vr for ue | 


© their Sovereign back, upon Promiſe of being treated likg « 
King loudly complain'd of Breach of Faith when they per- 
* cetv'd what black Deſi,ns were form'd avainſt bim. 

In the next Place Dr. Weſt confader'd, the Effects of the 
Sins of our Fathers, upon us their Poſterity, and ſaid, 
That tho? the Guilt of Royal Blood, or of other Crimes, 
could not be ſuppos'd to lie upon thoſe that were no 
ways Acceſſary. yet ſome unhappy Eſſects or other, of 
© thoſe miſerable Times, had been ever fince felt by us. 
1. Added be, One Effect was the too great Coun- 
* tenance that Vice and y found amongſt us, by what 
© our Princes had learn'd of both. in our Enemy's Nation. 
© ——2, Another fatal Miſchief brought upon us, was 
* the carrying every Thing tos much into an Extream, contra- 
* ry to what it had been in, during thoſe Times of Con- 
* fuſion, with regard to Vertue and Vice, Whatever had 
then been cſteemed laudable, ſome Men endeavoured to 
© bring into Neglect, and Diſrepute, as much as poſſible: 
And fo, becauſe in thoſe Times there had been a flew 
* of Strictneſi and Sanfity, it became afterwards the Faſhi» 
© on, to keep at as great a Diſtance as might be, from the 
* like appearance. This ſet Men upon all manner of Er» 
* ceſs, and they would almoſt argue, that Debauchery was 
* no Crime, —_ it had been diſcountenanced in thoſe 
Times, which were condemned for AHypecr itical. For 
* that Reaſon all Reformation of Manners was by too ma» 
© ny exploded; the Name and Deſign, thought only fit 
© to diſtinguiſh Zypocrites, and diſaffected Perſons; to be 
© be vicious, was not thought an improper Mark of a true 
© Subje&tz and Intemperance came ſo much in Vogue, as to 
; 5 almoſt made by ſome a Teſt of Religion and Loy- 

ty. 

3. Another Iniquity was, the alter ing the Nation of 
* our Church. Beeauſe our excellent Church had been un- 
© juſty pull'd down, therefore many who aſſumed the 
Character of the true Sons of the Church, thought fit 
to expreſs themſelves in the molt violent Terms, not 
* only againſt all thoſe that had been concerned in its Ru- 
in, but againſt all Church Government in general, though 
© in Foreign Parts, that was not after our Model; as if 
” railing Accuſations, which the Arch- Angel durſt not make 
+ uſe of againſt the worſt Enemy of Mankind, were to be 
© made the diſtinguiſhing mark of Affection to the Church. 
© Even ſo far had ſome Men's Zeal carry'd\ them in Op- 
* poligion $0 out uprealpnable Diſenticns at Home, as —

© in the Church its ſelf, broke its Peace, and divided its 

Members. The Nature of it was quite diſguiſed and 

* confounded, and the Name firangely applied. The ſa- | 
* cred Character of Church-man was arbitrarily challenged 
* by ſome, who as arbitrarily denied it to others, that 

could forfeit it on no other Account, but having ſo 

* much Charity, as to abſtain all Railings, and en- 

* deavouring to ſupport the Church, and convince its Ad- 

* verlaries, by the Principles and Practice of Chriſtianity, 

Thus did an ungovernable Fury one way, beget an ex- 

© tream, almoſt as 2 in another, 

4. The Notion of unlimited Submiſſion, is another ſad 
© Effet ſtill too viſible, The Principles of Obedience, and 
© the Notions of Reſiſtance, had been ſo looſe, that in O 
© poſition to them, Men ran themſelves Head-long, with- 
out conſidering their own Conſtitution, or that of their 
Country, into another extream. And becauſe the Sub- 
* je& had invaded the Regal Authority, and deſtroyed 
* the King, they were impatient to declare for a Doctrine, 
that ſhould put it in the Power of the King, it it was in 
his Intention, to deſtroy the Subject. But certainly 
© Men may be taught to abhor Rebellion, without being 
* told, that they have not ſo much as a Right to preſerve 
* the Society from Deſtruction, ſhould their Governours 
6 — ſo unnatural as to attempt it. This, inſtead of 
* keeping free-born Subjects quiet, muſt only ſerve to in- 
* flame them; and inſtead of being a Preſervative againſt 
© Rebellion, muſt rather prepare them for it, Were we 
* to judge of the Deſign of this Doctrine, by its Effects, 
* one would be apt to think, it was calculated for the De- 
* ſtrution of Princes; for it lays a Bait for attempts at 
* arbitrary Power, and then leaves them to fall under the 
© weight of it. It is hardly to be doubted, that the ſo much 
© preaching up abſolute paſrve Obedience, as the Doctrine of 
© our Church, as much as any Councils of Feſuits, occa- 
* fioned a late unfortunate Prince to purſue ſuch Meaſures

© our General, and above all in the Piety, and Prudence 
© of our Moſt Gracious Queen; if, to affirm that She daily 
gives freſh Inſtances of Her Wiſdom, in the Happy Ad- 
© miniftration of Her Government, and in nothing more 
© ſhews Her Policy, and ng Judgment, than in 
* making Choice of ſuch Miniſters of State, who are ac- 
© ceptable to their Country, and expreſs ſuch a Zeal, and 
© Steadineſs in its Service, and true Intereſts, and whom 
nothing could Bribe, or betray into a Party, wherein it 
might any ways ſeem to be endanger'd; if, with the 
moſt ardent Requeſts to implore God's Providence, which

© to them from God; but by that the Laws of God, the

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© them. For when a different Authority from that of A. C. 
the Law came to be pretended to, and to be groucded 1743. 
on theſe general Expreſſions, that received here a Pat 
liamentary Cenſure, and it was then declared that the 
Laws of Religion in the Scripture did only eftabliſh the 
ſeveral Conſtitutions and Governments that were in the 
different Parts of the World. ; 
* The Occafion that the Apoftles had to write what We = 
find in their Epiftles, with relation to the Government, 
was thisz The Fews had a Notion among them from a 
Paſſage in Deuteronomy, that they were only to ſet a 
King over them, One from among their Brethren, and 
not 4 Stranger, From Whence it is, That to this Day 
they do not think they are bound in Conſcience to Obey 
any Magiftratee, who is not one of their Nation, 
Now the firft Converts to Chriftianity being Jews, the 
Apoftles took care that they ſhould not bring this dan» 
gerous Notion with them into the Ciſtian Religion: 
But they did not meddle to determine where this Au- 
thority was lodg'd, that was to be gather'd out of the 
ſeveral Conſtitutions: They did not determine how 
much was due to the Emperor, and how much to the 
Senate: And tho' not long after thoſe Epiſtles were 
writ, the Senate condemned Nero to dye More Majorum, 
to be whipt to Death z none of the Chriftiaas interpo- 
ſed in that Matter, He prevented that infamous 
Death by his own Hands: And the Primitive Chriftians 
reckon'd it one of the Articles of the Glory of their 
Religion, that their firft Perſecutor came to ſuch an , 
End, - 
Not long after that, Trajan was fam'd for that memo- 
rable Expreſſion, when he deliver'd the Sword to the 
Governours of the Provinces, as the Emblem of their 
Authority, he us'd theſe Words, Pro me, ſi merear in 
me; For me, but if I deſerve it, againſt me. That 
did not weaken his Authority: His good Government” 
with that of his Succe ſſors for above 80 Years, being 
the greateſt and happieſt time the Romans, had under 
© their Emperors. This Word was put on King Fames 
the Firſt's Coin in Scotland: It is true, that was during 
* his Minority; but when he afterwards changed his Mot- 
© to, the Coin was not call'd in, but continu'd Current 
* till the Union. : 
The Primitive Chriftians had no Laws in their Fa- 
* your, but many againft them: So their Patient ſuf- 
* fering ſo many Perſecutions according to the Laws of 
* the Empire, under which they liv'd, was conform ta 
the Dottriae laid down by the Apoſtles. When they 
came 
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© came afterwards to have the Protection of Laws, they

b when they thought an Infraftion was made on thoſe 


* Laws: Which broke out into great Tumults, in many

* When the Articles of Religion were ſettled, the Books

* of the Canon cf the Scripture, but yet to be uſeful for 
the Example of Life, and the Inſtruction of Manners. 
* A great part of theſe are the Books of the Maccabees, 
* which contain the Hiftory of the Few; ſhaking off the 
* Yoke of the Kings of Syria, when they were broke 
* in upon by a total Overthrow of their whole Law, and 
* an unrelenting Perſecution, Mattatbias a private Priett 
began the Refftance, which was carried on by his Chil- 
* dren, till they ſhook off the Syrian Yoke, and formed 
© themſelves in a free Government, under the Family of 
© the Maccabees, It were eaſie to ſhew that the Fews had 
© been for above 400 Years ſubje@, firſt to the Babylo- 
nia, then to the P:r/ian, and at laft to the Grecian Em- 
* pire: So that by a long Preſcription they were Subjects 
* to the Kings of Syria. It were eaſie alſo to ſhew that 


this Refiftance wis foretold by Dmiel, in Terme of 


* high Commendation, and is alſo mention d in the Epi- 
* ftle to the Hebrews, as the Work and Eftc& of their 
” Faith. If then all Reſiftance to illegal and barbarous 
* Perſecution, is unlawful z theſe Books contain nothing 
* buta Hiftory of a Rebellion, and all the Devotion that 
runs through them, is but a. Cant, and inftead of read- 
* ing them as Examples of Life, and Inſtruction of Man. 
© ers, we Qught to tear them out of our Bibles with De- 


* teftation, I ſhall afterwards ſhew what uſe was wade 


© of theſe Books, not only by private Writers of our 
* Church, but by what the whole Body in Convocation 
© was about to determine. 

© The next Step to be made, is, to conſider the Homi-

© a Reaſon for aſſiſting them. In this Aſſiſtance given

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to maintain theſe Wars; And in the Pre. mb'es ot thoſe 
Subidy Acts, the Queen's Proceedings in thoſe Paiticu- 
lars were highly approv'd ard magnify'd; Filſon Bis 
ſhup of Wincheſter, and ſeveral other Writers in that 
Time, juſtificd what ſhe did; ard not one; that I ev 
heard of, cenſured, or condemned it, 
upon King .Fames's coming to the Crown, the firſt 
great Negociation was for a Pezce between Spain and 
the United Provinces ; which laſted ſeveral Years, I he 
States inſiſted oh a Preliminary, that th-y ſhould be ac- 
knowledg'd Free, Sovereign, and Independent States 3

tew Days befurc he fell under his S..{peation. ſoon 
ſaw that it had a Relation to the Affairs in Holland : 
For che Dutch delighted to compare their firſt Begin-

© Points at Dr. Overall, who was the firſt Man of Note 
© among us, that oppoſed the Calviniſi Doctrine of Pre- 
| * deſtination; yet he ſays, They bad gone to the Threſhold 
3 © of it, by ſaying, that even Tyranny was God's Authority, and 
* ſhould be reverenced as ſuch, He concludes, Theſe were 
c. edg*d Tools, and that therefore they were to let them reſt, 
© Here is a full Account of King Fames's Thoughts of 
© this Matter, which was then the chief Subject of Diſ- 
© courſe all Europe over. He had Twelve Years before 
this, ſhewed on an Eminent Occaſion, that he owned 
* the States, when he invited them in the Year 1593- 
© to Chriſten his Eldeſt Son, Prince Henry. They were 
6 ſenſible of the great Honour done them by it; and tho 
* they were then but Low, they ſent an Embaſſy, with 
© a noble Preſent of Gold Plate, to aſſiſt on that occaſion, 
* This Negotiation ſtuck for ſeveral Years, the Spaniards

4 There is another eminent Inſtance towards the End of

* Edits? You would know quo jure the Proteſtants Wars in 
France and Holland, are juſtified, Firſt. The Law of Na+ 
* ture, which not on alloweth, but inclineth end inforceth e- 
4 hy living Thing to defend it ſelf from Viclence. Second- 
© ly, That of Nations, which permitt:th thoſe who are in the 
* Protefion of o hers, to whom they (we n» more than an bo- 
* nowrable Acknowledgment, in Caſe ib 20 about to make 
© themſelves abſolute Savereigns, and to u wp their Liberty. 10 
© Reſiſt and tand for the ſame. And if a Lanful Prince, 
© who is not yet Lord of his Subjefts Iaves and Goods, Pall 
* attempt to deſpo'l them of the ſame. under colour of reducing 
* them to his own Religion, after all humble Remon/lrances, 
© they may ſtand upon their own guard, and bein aſſailed, re- 
* fiſt Force with Force, as did the Maccabces under Antio- 
© chus. In whica Caſe notwithſtanding, the Perſon of the 
prince bimſelf ought always to be- ſacred and inviolable, as 
© pas Saul to David. No Commentary is wanted here, 

* My Lords, You ſee how this Matter ſtood during King 
James 's Reign. In the firſt Year of King Charles's Reign, 
* Grotius's Book de Fure Belli & Pacis, was Publiſh'd at 
paris, Dedicated to the King of France, while Fance was 
© under the Adminiſtration of the wiſeſt and moſt jcalous 
* Miniſter of the laſt Age, Cardinal Richelieu. In that 
Book, in which he afferts the Rights of Princes with 
great Zeal, yet he cnumerates many Caſes, in which it 
© is lawful to Reliſt, particularly that of a total Subverſi- 
© on: And that Book is now all Europe over in the high- 
© eſt Reputation of any Book that the Modern Ages have 
© produced. In the Beginning of King Charles's Reign, a 
© War broke out in France, againſt" the Proteſtants; upon 
© which he ſert over Ambaſſadors, by whoſe Mediation 
* a Peace was concluded; but that being ill kept, the 
© War broke out againz and the King thought himſelf 
* bound by his Mediatign to protect the Proteſtants, So in 
© the Second Seſſion of the Parliament 1628. in the De- 
© mand of a Supply that the Lord Keeper Coventry made 
© in the King's Name, theſe Words are to be found, 
France is ſway'd by the Popiſh Faction; and tho by bis Ma- 
1 Jeflies Mediation, there were Articles of Agreement between 
* that King and bis Subjects, that Treaty hath been broke, and 
b. thoſe of he Reformed * be ruined without 2 
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ſent Help. Upon this the Commons petitioned the King 
for a Faſt, and defired the Concurrence of the Lords, 
who join'd with them in it. The King granted it, and 
an Office was compos'd ſuitable to the Occafion; in 
which among other Devotions, the Nation was directed 
to pray for all thoſe, who bere or elſe where were fighting 
Ged's Battels and Defending his Altars. Thus the whole 
Body of the Legiſlature did concur jor a Faſt for that, 
which if this Doctrine is true, was no better than Re. 
bellon; ard yet the whole Nation, Clergy and Liity 
were requir'd to Pray for Succels in it. 

© Put to compleat this View of the Doctrine of our 
Ch.rch, it is to be conſider' d, That when a Year be. 
fore this, while the Loan or Benevolence were carried 
on, ſome officious Divires made uſe of thoſe Expreſſions 
of Kings havirg their Power from God,, as importing 
an Authority of a Nature Superior to the Laws of the 
Land, One of theſe, Dr. Manwaring, was Impeached, 
and had a ſevere Sentence paſſed on him for it. So I have 
now made it out, beyond I bope the poſſibility of Con- 
tradition, that for 70 Years together, from 1558, to 
1628, the lawfulneſs of Self-detence in the Caſe of Ille- 
gal and Violent Cruelty, was the Publick and Conltant 
Doctrine of this Church.

late condemned Doctrine was again in Voguez and no- 
thing was ſo much heard of; as the Law ot Government 
that was from God, antecedent to all Humane Laws: 
Out of this ſprung illegal Ir priſonments, illegal Mono- 
polies, ſevere Proceedings in the *tzr-Chamber, but a- 


bove all, the Ship-Money, Theſe Things put the Na- 


tion in an Uriverſal dit j yntipg and teebleneſi, And 
when an unayuidable Necefiity forced that King to call 
a Parliament, the fatal Effects of thoſe Councils broke 
out terribly I know many fancy, that the War is to 
be charged on the Trinciples of velf-defence : They are 
much miſtaker, I had occaſion to (ee a great way into 
the Secret of that Time, when I examin'd the Papers 
relatirg to the Two Dukes of Hamilton I knew a 
great deal more ſince from Two Perſons of unqueſtiona- 


+ Lord 
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Lord Hollis, and Sir Harbottle Grimſtone; but all receivy'd A. C. 


* a full Confirmation, when I fourd it agreed perfectly 
* with the neble Account given by the Earl of Clarendon. 
No Body dreamt of a War, nor had they any Prin- 
* ciples leadirg to it. But there was an unhappy Train 
of Accidents that hindred Matters from being brought to 
* a Settlement, even while the King was grantirg all they 
could defire, *tories were carried by Perſons abo it both 
the King and Queen, of Word, let fall, that made them 
conclude, there were flill ill D:figns on foot, againſt the 
Law, that were then paſſed, But that which bro::ght 
all to a Criſis, was the Diſcovery of a Negotiation, to 
* engage the Army to declare g ünſt the Parliament, 
© Wholoever compares the Depoſitions in RyPoorth, with 
© the Account given of that Matter by the Earl of cla- 
* renden, will foe there is a greit deal n ore in the one, 
© than the other is willing to believe, tho* he ackrow- 
* ledges they had both Goring's Evidence, and Piercy's Let- 
ter with them I will not take it upon me to deter- 
mine, whether they belicv'd too much, or the Earl of 
* Clarendon too little. It is certain, they he ieved all that 
* was in the Depolitions, and a great deal more: For Go» 
* r ng being continued in the Government of Po t/mouth, 
© ard his Father being advanced from being a Baron to be 
an Earl, and Piercy's being made a Lord, and Maſter of 
the Rorſe to the Prince of IVales, made them corclude 
they had ſuppreſſed a great deal, inſtead of ſaying more 
than was true. This ſtuck deep in their Hearts, and at 
© laſt fatally broke out in the Demand of the Militia, that 
brought on the War, which I do own was plainly a Re- 
© bellion, becauſe a Force was offer'd to the King, not to 
* defend themſelves from an urjuſt Invaſion, or illegal 
Grievarces, but to exturt a new Law from him. 

* Thus the true Occaſion of the War, was a [:alouſie, 
that a Cord..& of 15 Years had given too n. uch ground 
for; and that was (till unhappily kept up, by a fatal 
* Train of Errors in every ſtep that was wade, The great 
* Concuſſion that the War gave the Nation, and the bar- 
* barous Effuſion of ſo much Blood, eſpecially of the 
Royal Blood of that Bleſſed KING, had at laſt a 
© happy, tho' a late Concluſion in the Refloration : And it's 
no wonder, if ſuch a Series of Tragical Events, begot a 
general Horror at the. Occaſion of them, But then it 
*< was, that had it not been for the Firmneſs of the Harl 
* of Clarendon to his Engliſh Principles, the Liberties of the 
© Nation had been deliver'd up. 

It is to his Memory, that we owe our being a free 


People; for he with his bh great Friends, the Duke of 
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wardneſs of ſome who were deſirous to load the Crown 
with Prerogative and Revenue. He ſtopt all this, which 
being afterwards odiouſly repreſented, brought on him 
that great and laſting, but honourable Diſgrace. The 
Earl of Southampton, whoſe Death went à little before 
his Fall, and perhaps haſtned it the ſooner, ſaid to ma- 
ny about him, that he was a true Proteſtant, and an ho- 
neſt Engliſh-man; and that the Nation would feel the 
Effects of his being removed, whenſoever it might hap- 
pen. 

© That Lord, in the great Settlement after the Reflo- 
ration, would carry Things no farther, than to repeal 
what had been extorted by the Tumults; and in the 
matter of the Militia-Act, and the Oaths relating to it, 
all was more cautiouſly worded, than is commonly un- 
derſtood. To the Word Commiſſon d by the King, ſome 
indeed moved, that the word Lawfully might be added, 
to make all plain. This was preſs'd in the Houle of 
Commons by Vaughan, afterward Lord Chief, Juſtice of 
the Common-Pleas, The Attorney-General, afterwards 
Lord Chancellor Nottingham, anſwer'd, T hat was not 
neceſſary; for the word Commiſſion, imported it; ſince, 
if it was not Lawfully iſſued out, to Lawful Perſons, and 
for a Lawful Reaſon, it was no Commiſion; and the 


whole Houſe affented to this; yet in the Houſe of Lords, 


the ſame word Lawfully was preſſed to be added by the 
Earl of Southampton, who was anſwer d by the Earl of 


Angleſey to the ſame Purpoſe, with what had been faid 


in the Houſe of Commons He indeed inſiſted to have 
the word added, becauſe it would clear all Difficultics 
with many, who not having heard of the Senſe given in 
both Houſes, might fancy, that any ſort of Commiſion be- 
ing granted, it would not be Lawful to reſiſt it He 
did not prevail; for it was ſaid, That this Explanation 
being the *enſe of both Houſes, it would be ſoon ſpread 
and known over the Nation. In this Senſe, it is certain, 
that it is not Lawful.to take Arms againſt any ſo Come 
miſſion'd by the King; for that were to take Arms a- 
gainſt the King's Commiſſion in the Execution of the 
Law, which is certainly a refifting the Ordinance of 
God, which whoſcever do, they ſhall receive to themſelves 
Damnation. 5 
© It was no wonder, if after ſuch a War, the Doctrine 
of Non Reſiſtance was preach'd and preſs d with more than 
ordinary Warmth, and without any Exceptions; yet 
ſome {till kept theſe in view; ſo did both Dr. Faller 


and my ſelf; and I know many others had them always 
> 
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© to mention them. 


* I found the ill Effects, chat the carrying this Matter c 


* fo far, had on the Mind of that Unfortunate Prince, 
King Janes; for in the Year 1673. when he was pleas'd 
* to admit me to much free Converſation with him, a- 
* mong many other Things, I told him, it was impoſſible 
for him to Reign in quiet in this Nation, being of that 
© Religion; he anſwer'd me quick, Does not the Church of 
England maintain the Doctrine of Nu-Reſiſtance and Paſ- 
fte - Obedience? I begg'd of him not to depend on that; 
for there was a Diſtinction in that Matter, that would 
© be found out when Men thought they needed it, I now 
come to tell your Lordſhips, how right I j.dged. 

6 It is true, they paſs'd a very pompous Decree at O-

Montague (for ſo was he become on the gth of April 
1689, by Creation from King Villiamand Queen Mary) 
Married her about Bartholomewtide in the year 1691, 
and had with her a Jointure of S000 J. per Annu, 
This Match however involved the Earl in an expenſive 
and tedious Law Suit with the Earl of Bath, which 
was managed on both ſides with the utmoſt Warmth 
and Cunning, and with variety of Succeſs ; and yet 
after all the Money ſpent in Law, they agreed it at 
laſt within themſelves. 

However the Lord Montague, the better to ſtrength. 
en his Title, got Conveyances of the Reverſion of part 
of the Duke of Albemarle's Eſtate from the Monks of 
Ireland, by way of Mortgage for 12000 l. and after the 
Death of Thomas h ide, the Son of Captain Pride, by 
Elizabeth Daughter and Heir of Thomas Monk of Fa- 
theridge, Elder Brother of General George Monk, Duke 
of Movants Father of Duke Chriſtopher ; as allo after 
the Death of Captain Gibbs, the nrſt Husband of Eli- 
zabeth, Siſter of the ſaid Thomas Pride, and her lecond 
Marriage with Villiam Sherwin Elq; the Duke got Mr.

and leſs ſtill obtain a Peace, according to their 
* own Terms and Intereſt, or at leaſt ſome Conditi- 
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ons that might ſerve as Preliminaries thereunto, 
they might by favour of the ſaid Meſſages, retard 
© the opening of the Campaign, and conſcquently 
the Operations of War, while they ſhould gain 


time to put themſelves in a good Condition, and 


provide their moſt cxpoſed Frontiers for a vigorous 
Defence. However, this happened otherwile, for 
your High Mightineſſes, and your Allies, baving 
taken all neceſſary Precautions with Prudence, 
* Conſtancy, and Unanimity, the deſign of the E- 
* nemy was ſoon diſcovered, and the Campaign 
* opened, tho' ſomewhat later than in the foregoing 
© Years, by reaſon of a long Winter, and the unſea- 
ſonableneſs of the Weather in the Spring. The Ene- 
my having aſſembled a great Army from all Parte, 
poſted and intrenched — Sk behind Ia Baſſe, 
© between the upper Deule and the Lys, for covering 
* the Plains of Artois and Picardy;and their Poſt being 
* ſoltrong, that it was unacceſſible on all Parts, their 
© Forces e cover'd in Front by many Delilecs, and 
a mooriſh Ground, and their Flanks on one ſide by 
Woods, and hollow Ways neax the Hi, and on 
the other by the Canal of Doway, it was reſolved to 
© undertake the Siege of Tournay, a Place which the 
French thought formerly ſo important, that in the 
© Treatics of Arras, they would have yielded to the 
* Houſe of Burgundy the Boulonnois, and ſeveral Pla- 
ces in Artors and Picard), rather than part with

Diſſi ulties and Expences, made one of the ſtron-

very important Projects: The Frontiers of this |

© bles of Incamping and Foraging of Armies, and | 
| 


© the Allies being in a condition to open the Cam- 
© paign on the Frontiers of the Enemy, the Operati- 
ons of War will be carried on with more Facility 
© and Expedition; while on the other hand, the E- 
nemies will be obliged to ſubſiſt in their own Ter- 
© ritories, and their Subjects will be expoſed to the 
© Inconveniencies of the Incamping and Foraging of 
great Armies, a Misfortune which others have ſo 
© long, labour'd under. The Campaign being thus 
gloriouſly terminated, when the Autumn is almoſt 
ſpent, and that Winter draws nigh apace, all care 
is to be taken for providing what the promoting of 
© the Security of the State and its proſperity does ne- 
© ceflarily require for the following Year 1710, and 
therefore the Council of State, accord ing to their 
Duty, and the ancient Cuſtom and Order of the 
Regency, having apply'd themſelves to it with the 
Attention that the importance of the Matter, and 
the preſent circumſtance of Affairs deſerve, when 
your High Mightineſſes, and yourAllics, ate (till en- 
gag d in a War againſt France, and her Adherents, 
have thought fit, that in preſenting to your High 
Mightineſſes this General Petition, and the State 
* of War, they ought to diſcuſs the following Arti- 
cles: Firſt, That it is at preſent neceſſary to conti- 
nue the War, in order ſpeedily to obtain a Gene- 
* ral, Good and Secure Peace. Secondly, That all 
Strength and Power mult be exerted to carry on 
the ſaid War, and obtain the end aforeſaid: And,

Mighty Lords, if People will call to mind to what 

© purpoleyour High Mightinefles, and your Allies, 

© were neceſſitated to take up Arms, and begin the 

© ſaid War, which was for no other end than for 

© your own Preſervation, the ſecurity of the State, 

and the maintaining of the Liberty of Europe, a- 

© gainſt the dangerous Conſequences of the ſeizing 

© of the Spaniſh Monarchy by France, (which can 

© neyer be too much feard) and the Union and 

Conſolidation of the Two Crowns in the Houſe of 

© Bourbon, It is notorious to all the World, as it 

has been more than once largely repreſented, that 

: Upon the death of Charles 11. King of Spain, of 

Glorious Memory, the French thought fit abruptly 


© to break Treaties, and under colour of a pretend- 
* ed Teſtament, did in an hoſtile manner, and Ar- 
mata Manu, put the Duke of Anjou, but in effect 
© themſelves, into the poſſeſſion of the Kingdom of 
© Spain, and of all the States and Territories left by the 
© deceaſed King in Italy, the Netherlands, and even in 
© the Indies; while they made Diſpoſitions, by aug- 
© menting their Forces, and all other Preparations on 
© their Frontiers, in ſight of this State, to ſecure by 
Arms what they had uſurped in the manner afore- 
© {aid, without making any reaſonable Propoſals, or 
© returning any ſatisfactory Anſwer, to thoſe that 
were made for endeavouring to adjuſt in a Friend- 
© ly way the Differences about the Succeſſion of Spain, 
between the Emperor and France; and thereby to 
remove the Fears and Jcalouſies that were juſtly 
taken upon this Enterprize and Motions of the 
* French. Your High Mightinefles, and your Allies, 
© having very wiſely conſidered, that to fit (till, and 
look upon this Proceed ing of France, it would in- 
© fallibly make a way for the eſtabliſhment of the 
© Univerſal Monarchy of that Crown, and the ge- 
* neral Siavery of Europe, and in particular of this 
© Srate* Becauſe the Experience of two precedi 
Wars having ſhewn, that all the Allies, 7 
„ r tren whom 
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© whom Spain it {elf was included, were hardly able. 
© to counter-ballance the Power of France; and that 
* the French put ſo much confidence in their Strength, 
© that they were perpetually * for Opportunities 
to enlarge their Frontiers, it could not be expected, 
with any colour of Reaſon, that their Ambition 
© could be reſtrained, and their farther Attempts 
© hindered, whenever they ſhould find themſelves re- 
© inforced by the Acceſſion of the Spaniſh Monarchy, 
© and that the Two Crowns ſhould become as one 
in proceſs of Time. The Negociations for an ami- 
cable Accommodation being broke off, without 
* any effect, as it has been hinted, there remained 
* no other means to have recourſe to, than the ne- 
: — of taking up Arms, for putting a [top to ſo 
* preſſing and dangerous an Evil, before Time made 
it incurable. The War was thercupon undertaken 
* with the unanimous Conſent and Approbation of 
* all the Members of the Union, and notwithſtand- 
ing the ſame has been carried on with great Suc- 
* cels, yet the whole Kingdom of Spain, (Catalonia, 
© and Gibraltar excepted ) the Indies, Sicily, and part 
* of the Netherlands, are till at this time under the 
Power and Direction of the French: For notwith- 
* ſtanding the Duke of Anjou might have been con- 
© {idered as a Prince, who, tho come out of the 
Court of France, yet ſitting on the Throne of Ca- 
© file, and other Spaniſh Kingdoms, might have fol- 
* low d different and independent Maxims of Govern- 
ment, it is nevertheleſs certain and notoriouſly evi- } 
dent by all Circumſtances, that to this very Time, 
France has the ſupreme Direction of the Affairs of | 
* Spain : That ſeveral Spaniards of Merit and Capa- | 
* city, have been xemoy'd from Court, or confin d 
F Priſoners, for no other Reaſons, but becauſe they 
* were ſuſpected by the French, and that no others 
© have been maintained in, or promoted to Civil 
*and Military Employments in that Court, but 
ſuch as were wholly devoted to Fance: That their 
$ — OY of nment has been introduced 
* every where; that Hain is in effect, to this time, 
* by means of a great Body of French Troop s, under 
* a French Title and Government, and that in gene- 
* ral the Affairs of the Duke of Anjou, for theſe nine 


t Years paſt, have been ſo regulated, that they could 
| Aa4 * not 
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- * not go on without the ſupport of France; but, on M 
© the contrary, it appears on all occaſions, without 
* mentioning his Natural Byaſs and Inclination for 
France, that he is obliged, upon Reaſons and In- 
© terelts of State, to follow the Directions and In- 
© tentions of that Court; from whence it muſt be 
© concluded, that all the Power of Spain, which is 
© now greater, and more formidable than it has been 
under ſome of their late Kings, and which certain- 
© ly will grow every day more conſiderable, if the 
© French continue to be Maſters therein, ought not, 
© nor cannot be conſidered otherwiſe than actually 
© contributing, and ſerving to augment the Power 
© of France, and eſpecially their Treaſure from the 
© Indies, which being brought into France, does in 
© an indiſputable manner give a new Vigour and 
© Strength to that Crown. It muſt be farther ob- 
* ſerved, that the Spaniſh Harbours, which in reſpect 
© to the Trade and Navigation in the Mefl-Indies, 
© are not of a little importance, continue open to 
© the French, and ſhut up for the Allies, and the 
© Commerce of the Product and Manufactures of 
© Spain, of which that of Wooll is ſo neceſſary for 
© the Manufactures of theſe Countries, is (till for- 
© bidden to the Confederates. We ſhall paſs by 
© here the Reflections and Conſiderations that might 
be made on Sicily, and how far that Kingdom, 
© cohtinuing under a French Regency, may be made 
* uſe of in time for ſtraitning and embarraſſing the 
© Trade of the Allies in the Mediterranean and A- 
© driatick Seas, and in the Levant. 

In the next Place we are to examine, that it is 
neceſſary to continue the War, and that for car- 
* rying on the ſame, all Power and Strength muſt 
© be exerted, that the Succeſſes already obtained, may 
© be proſecuted, and the great Deſign of this War, 
© that is, a general and ſecure Peace ſpeedily brought 
about and obtained. The Succeſſes already ob- 
* tained are very great, and in the firli Place an ef- 
* fect of the Mercy and Bleſſing of God, who has 
been pleaſed to promote this State ſince its Erecti- 
* on from ſo low Circumſtances, to ſo much Glory 
and Reputation, and always ſupported it, when- 
ever it ſcem'd to be in an uncertain and tottering 
Condition, and has favourd it with mare glori- 
Kr e « ous 
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* even than in the preceding. Next to the Bleſſing 
* of the Almighty, theſe glorious Succeſſes ate the 
© Conſequences of the Eftorts of your High Mighti- 
* nefſes, your Patience, Courage and Conſtancy 
following in the defence of the Security and Liber- 
* ty of the State, the glorious Steps of your Anceſtors, 
* who for obtaining that Liberty and Security, have 
© cheerfully undergone ſuch Taxes, Loſſes and Diſa- 
* (ters, as could never have been ſupported without 
© an extraordinary Firmneſs, Courage, and an un- 
* ſhaken Conſtancy and Reſolution. But ſeeing 
* Aﬀairs are not yet brought to ſuch a Ballance, 
that your High Mightineſſes, and your Allies, can 
find a ſufficient Sccurity therein, it will be of ute, 
* for the Illuſtration of this 1mportant Point, to give 
a ſummary Account of the Courſe of this War; 
and particularly to obſerve, in what manner, and 
* with how much Trouble, Treaſure and Blood, the 
* ſaid War has been hitherto carried on againſt o 
powerful an Enemy as France : The Ditficulties 
* your High Mightinefles and your Allies have en- 
* countered, being more proper than any other In- 
* {tances taken out of Hiſtorics, to thew what ought 
to be done for the future, in the proſecution of this 

* Deſign. 
© During the Year following, immediately after 
the Death of King Charles II. they continued in 
*© thete Parts in Peace, but in effect a Peace without 
* Tranquillity, or rather a War without a Rupture, 
* thro' the Motions on the Frontiers of Troops under 
the Name of Troops of the Circle of Burgundy, and 
* other Auxiliarics; but in the Year 1702, when the 
War was declared, the beginning appeared very 
dangerous for ſome Provinces of the State, hecauſe 
* of the Deſigns and Enterprizes the Enem formed

© thoſe of Piemont, notwith{tanding the Battle of C/ 
* ſano, did not take a more favourable turn than

Allies to penetrate into France on the {ade of the 
L * Moxzelle, were diſappointed through the ſtrength 
f © of the Enemy, and other Accidents ; but on the 
N * other hand, the Lines in the Walloon Brabant, which 
* had been thought to that time unconquerable, were 
attacked with a great deal of ſucceſs, and the E- 
© nemy forced to retire under Lowvain, on the other 
© fide of the Dyle ; and at the ſame time the Affairs 
© of King Charles in Catalonia began to ſhew a pro- 
© milng Aſpect by the taking of Barcelona. The O- 
* perations of War which happen d in the Year 1706, 
and ſince, are very great and remarkable, as well 
* as the great Advantages obtained by the Allics. 
By the memorable Battle of Ramellies three whole ö 
* Provinces of the Spaniſh- Netherlands were recovered: 5 
By the relief of Barcelona, in the Siege of which tlie

the famous, but bloody Battle and Relief of Turin, 
* Piemont was reſcued and preſerved, and the Coun-

* Houſe of Auſtria, which was ſince followed by the l 
Reduction of the Kingdoms of Naples and Særdi- 1 
nia, with ſome other Iſlands in the Mediterranean, 
and the taking of Exils and Feneſtrelles, whereby

© they pleaſed. The Advantages obtained in the Ae. 
* therlands, through the Battels of Ouden arde and

* Having thus related what has been done by 


Land, the Expeditions undertaken by Sea ſhould 
© deſerve a particular Conſideration, to ſhew with 
© how much Expences and Difficulties the ſame have 
been carried on at the ſole Charge of Her Majeſty, 
© the Queen of Great-Britain, and your High Migh- 
© tinefſes, but the importance of this Article is to be 
* weigh'd a- part, the better to ſhew how much the 
Naval Expeditions have contributed to the great 
© Succeſſes of this War. 

© It neceſſarily follows; from the ſhort Account 
© that has been given, that the Efforts made by your 
High Mightineſſes, and your Allies, have been vc- 
© ry great and ſucceſsful, but that ſceing that after 
many long and expenſive Sieges, bloody Battels, 
* that have been more frequent 1n this, than perhaps 
© were ever heard of in any ancient or late War, 
© and many other famous and remarkable Exploits, 


*+...* a ſuperiority of Arms has been obtained in thele 


© Parts with ſo much Blood, Expences, and Dith- 
© culties, over an Enemy who has done all that was 
* poſſible for Men to do fur preſerving the fame ; 
* whom their very Defcats and Diſgraccs have en- 
© couraged and ſpurred on to make greater Etforts 
© than before, and who at this very time labour 
with the utmoſt application, not only to cover 
their Country againſt an Invaſion, by caſting 
© up new Lines and Intrenchments along Rivers, 
© but alſo to recruit and re-eſtabliſh their Army, and 
* remforce it with Troops that are marching from 
© other Parts, and who endeavour to find out the 
© neceſſary Funds for maintaining them, by the 
© Introduction of a new Coyn, the ſtopping and 
« faving of the great Sums that were uſually apply- 
© ed to publick Works and Buildings, and ſeveral 
* other means; it follows, we ſay, from all this, 
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and it is plain beyond contradiction, that for pre- ,ᷓ. 
© ſerving that Dear-bought Superiority of Arms, and 
* forcing ſpeedily the Enemy to a general and ſecure 
© Peace, it is abſolutely and unavoidably neceſſary 
© to carry on the War, and that all poſſible Vigour 
and Strength ought to be exerted in the proſecuti- 
* on thereof, Tis true, and no body can deny it, 
* that France has bcen weaken'd by the Charges of 
this War; that ber Territories bare been reduced 
into narrower Bounds, as it has been remark'd ; 
that in the many Battels and Sieges that have been 
* mentioned, they have loſt their Veteran and beſt 
Troops, with a conſiderable part of their Artille- 
ry; that their Manufactures are decay'd; that a 
* great deal of their Money 1s ſent out of their King- 
dom, upon occaſion of the frequent Alterations in 
*their Coin at the Mint, the Difficulties for Bills of 
Exchange, and Mint-Bills; and eſpecially that 
* upon the Account of the bad Crop, occaſion'd by 
the terrible Froſt of the laſt Winter, they are fallen 
into a great Want, and even Miſery : But on the 
* other hand, ' it muſt be own'd, that the State of 
*your High Mightineſſes, and your Allies, have in 
* ſeveral Parts ſuffered very much by this War, that 
© through the great and frequent Sums that have 
© been raiſed, the good Inhabitants of this Country 
have been very much burthen'd with Taxes on their 
Lands, while they have ſufter'd great Loſſes in thar 
* Trade by Sea, by the Encmy's Privatcers, and that 
* theſe dear Times affect the generality of the Peo- 
* ple. But, beſides, it is certain and indiſputable, 
that France, by the Conſtitution of her Govern- N 


ment, the Extent of her Territories, the vaſt num- 


ber of her Inhabitants, and her Situation, has in 
her ſelf ſome Reſources ſoon to reſtabliſh her ſelf, 
and become no leſs formidable than before to her 
* Adverſarics, as it has ſo often appeared ſince the 
Reign of Charles VI. to this preſent King, but [till 
in a more conſpicuous manner in the preſent War, 


many Loſſes that Crown has ſuffer d, they are (till 
poſſeſſ d of ſeveral large Provinces, beſides their 

ancient Territories, viz. Alſace, with the 1mpor- 
tant City of Sratsburgh, the County of Burgundy, 


: the Dutchies of Bar and Luxembargh, the Coun- 
ties 
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e ties of Namur, Artois, and Weit-Flanders, part of 


© Hiinault, the Cambreſir, the Dutchy of Savoy, and 
© the Dependencies of Briſac, Keyl and Tryers : That 
the greateſt part of the Kingdom of Spain is ſtill 
in their Intereſt and Party, beſides Sicily, and the 
© Indies, with their Treaſure: That the badneſs of 
© their Crop of Wheat, Cc. of which there are ſome 
© Inſtances, tho' not ſo univerſal as the preſent, in 
© the Year 1675, and 1694, is in ſome meaſure re- 
* medied, or made eaſie by the plenty of Barly and 
© other Summer Grains m ſeveral Provinces of that 
Kingdom, by the Tranſportation of Corn from 
© the Coalts of Barbary and Morea, and even by a 
* clandeſtine way from the North, notwithſtanding 
* all the Precautions uſed to prevent it : And, be- 
* ſides, ſuch a ſcarcity cannot affect ſuch a King- 
dom as France, ſo much as it would other Coun- 
© tries, and ought not to be depended upon, becauſe 
© of the Temperature of the Climate, which 1s ſuch, 
that even when the Earth may be ſaid to be un- 
© fruitful, yet in ſome Parts or other it commonly 
© produces enough for ſubſiſting the Inhabitants, and 
they have an opportunity to convey it eaſily from 
© one Province to another, by means of their many 
* navigable Rivers. It is likewiſe very remarkable, 
and worthy of the greateſt Attention, that not- 
* withſtanding all the Calamities and Diſaſters the 
French have ſuffer d at Home and Abroad, yet they 
have appeared this Year every where ſo formi- 
* dable, that they have carried on the War with ad- 
vantage in Portugal and Germany: But nothing in 
© Catalonia and Italy ; and that in the Netherlands, 
* nothing leſs than a long, bloody and obſtinate 
* Fight has been capable to oblige them to give 
Ground, as it has been before related. But, be- 
© {ides, were the French really ſo weak, as it is com- 
* monly thought, and publickly reported, and with- 
out Reſources for retrieving and reſtabliſhing their 
Affairs, it would be for all that no leſs neceſſary 
© to exert and uſe all poſſiblqVigour and Efforts to 
reduce them, becauſe this is certainly the moſt cer- 
© tain and infallible way to obtain the ſooner a ſafe 
* and folid Peace, the great and only Deſign of this 
War, as it has been repreſented, 


But 
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© But, farthermore, it is neceſſary, that all poſ T5 


© ſible Zeal, Earneſtneſs, Application, Readineſs 
* and Activity, be uſed for providing whatever is 


© neceſſary tor vigorouſly carrying on the War, for 


© the end aforeſaid, that we may not be ſurprized 
* and prevented by an Enemy, who is active and 
© vigilant, and whoſe Orders depending of one Head 
© alone, are commonly executed with Zeal and Ex- 
* pcdition, and who, according to all Advi 

© makes alrcady Preparations to reſtabliſn with all 
* ſpeed his Infantry, which ſuffer d moſt in the late 
© Battle of Mons, by means of Recruits, which the 
* reſpective Provinces of the Kingdom are to fur- 
* niſh. Ir is alſo neceſſary, that the time of the 
Winter Seaſon, which runs away apace, be huſ- 
* banded and manag'd with the utmoſt care, for 
* reſtabliſhing the Troops, which in the Battle, and 
© the two important Sieges already mentioned, have 


been very much weakned, and making other ne- 


© cefſary Preparations, which being very extenſiwe 
© and great, require, conſequently, a conſiderable 
time: That the neceſſary Supplies be accordin 
* to the Conſtitution of the State, conſented to, an 
© furniſh'd with ſpeed, and even in poſtponing all 
* other Buſinefles : And, laſtly, it is abſolutely ne- 
* ceſſary, and of the utmoſt importance, to be firſt 
in the Field, in a readineſs to make a good uſe of 
that advantage, for preventing and diſappointing 
the Deſigns and Projects of the Eneniy. 

© By theſe means, with the Bleſſing of God there- 


© upon, People ſhall fee, High and Mighty Lords, 


© the Day of the wiſh'd for good Peace break out, 
and not only good, but ſolid, firm and laſting, to 
* which nothing can contribute more (to begin here 
the diſcuſſion of the Third Article we have pro- 
© poſed to examine) than the removing from the 
. — the Neighbourhood of the French, which 
© has been always fear'd and apprehended, becaufe 
* of the turbulent and inconſtant Humour of their 
© Nation, which through their Ambition and impe- 
© rious Temper, cannot ſuffer their Neighbours to 
* live quiet, and ſometimes muſt be employ'd in a 
© foreign War, to preſerve the inward Peace of theic 
© Kingdom, and prevent Civil Troubles and Diviſi- 
© ons, This troubleſome Temper has often — 
© unca 
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Ly © uncaſie the States, and Countries bordering upon 
* France; made them complain, that there wag 
© no poſſibility to live in peace with that Crown, 
and obliged them to ſuch Expences and Charges 
* as were very uncommon 1n thoſe Days ; to put 

© themſelves as much as poſſible 1n a poſture of Be. 
© fence; and in the Netherlands, when they were 
ſtill under the Dominions of the Houſe of Burgun- 
Ay, they were obliged, beſides the uſual Garritons, 
© to maintain a ſtanding Body of National Caval- 
© ry to be in a readineſs to protect their Frontiers, 
* againſt the daring Enterprizes of that troubleſome 
People. It is alſo very obſervable, that when 
in former times the Duke of Anjos (Brother to 
© Charles IX. King of France) was elected Sovereign 
© of thoſe Countrits, ſeveral conſiderable Members 
* of the ſaid Provinces complained againſt it, and 
© repreſented that they ought not to chuſe a Prince 
© out of a Nation with which they could not as 
* Neighbours promiſe themſelves any ſure Peace; tho 
© at that time the French being diſturbed with Civil 
* Commotions, having no Power at all by Sea, 
and no Concerns in Trade beſides the vent of the 
© Product of their Country, had no manner of 
* Thoughts to enlarge their Frontiers 1n the Nether- 
© lands, nor entertained any Jealouſie of the Com- 
* merce and Navigation of the Inhabitants of the 
* {aid Provinces, contenting themſelves, by the aſſi- 
© tance they gave to the State, to give a Diverſion 
* to the Arms of Spain, which became ſo much ſu- 
_ © perjor to theirs by the Treaties concluded at Cam- 
* bray and others, The Peace of Vervint having 
© given them tame to breathe, it was ſoon diſcover d 
that the Netherlands were the Object of the Deſigns 
and Ambition of France; and this appear'd ſome 
* tune after in a more conſpicuous manner, when 
© the French having engag'd by a Treaty with your 
High Migbtineſſes, in the Year 1635, to break with 
* Spain, and that the Siege of Louvain enſued there- 
upon, it was the publick and general Diſcourſe at 
© the French Court, that the Netherlands were to be 
made the Bulwark of the Kingdom, and Paris the 
© Heart or Center thereof. This was (till confirmed 
beyond any doubt in the Negotiations of the Trea- 
ty of Munſter, where there were ſccret * 
made 
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© made for a Marriage between the preſent Bench 


King and the Infanta of Spain, upon Condition 
that the ſaid Princeſs ſhould have for her Portion 
* the Spaniſh Netherlands to be incorporated with 
France, ſo as never to be diſmembred from it; 
the French offering in lieu thereof, to reſtore Cata- 
© lonia and Rouſſillon to Spain. This Procceding of 
* France forced the States, who had no other aim 
than to ſtrengthen their Frontiers, and ſecure them 
from all Invaſions, to take convenient Meaſures 
* againſt the Neighbourhood of that Crown, and 
* at laſt to make a ſeparate Peace with Spain at 
* Munſter ; which however, through the growing 
* Power of France, and the Declention of that of 
* Fain, did not hinder the French, after the Con- 
* queſt of Graveline and Dunkirk, to penetrate into 
the Heart of Flanders, where, having niade ſeve- 
ral Conquelis, as alto in Artois, Hainault, Luxem- 
* burgh, and between the Sambre and the Mac ⁊e, 
they retained, by the Pyrenean Treaty, a good part 
of the Netherlands, whilſt. to (hew their Reſent- 
ment to the States, for having hinderd them by 
their ſeparate Peace to get all the reſt, they com- 
mitted all manner of Depredations at Sea upon 
the Inhabitants of theſe Provinccs, and moleſted 
their Trade by the many Duties where ich they 
charged their Merchandizes in their Kingdom; 
And notwithſtanding thoſe Troubles were in ſome 
manner appcaſed by new Engagements and Trea- 
ties with France in the Year 1662. the ſubject 
* Matter thereof was (till continued, viz. that that 
* Crown had (till in view the Poſſeſſion of the Ne- 
* therlands, and that the States thought that Domi- 
nion and the Neighbourhood of the French incon- 
* ſiſtent with their Peace and Security; which has 
* been the greateſt, if not the only Source of all 
* the Diſputes and Wars that have happened be- 
* tween this State and France. 
© When France is removed at a diflance from the 
* Neighbourhood of the States, it is to be wiſh'd, 
© that their Diſtance and Removal be covered by a 
* ſufficient Barrier, and for that end, that the ſame 
be ſettled on ſo good a Foot, as the Barrier the 
* French have inſiſted upon and obtained 1n their 
time. By the Treaties of We/?phalia they got the 
B b Suntgon 
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LAY © Suntoow and Alſace, and having ſince obtained 
* Srazburgh, they have ſufficiently covered them- 
© ſelves on the Upper-Rhine, and at the ſame time 
© opened a Door or Paſlage into Swabia and Franco- 
© nia By enlarging their Frontiers along the Saar, 
© the Mozelle, and the Mae xe, they have encloſed 
their ancient Territories, and laid open thoſe of 
their Neighbours to the Middle-Rhine ; and by their 
{ucceflive Acquiſitions in the Netherlands, they have | 
endeavoured, not only to cover themſelves againſt | 
all Invaſions, but alſo to divide thereſt of the ſaid | 
Provinces one from another, that they might leave | 
only to others the bare Name of a Barrier. We | 
ſhallomit menioning there how by the Poſſeſſion of 
the Counties of © Roxſillon and Conflans, they have | 
open'd to 'emſclves a Way into Spain; by Pignerol; | 
and ſince, in lieu thereof by Exilles and Feneſtrelle; 
(lately retaken from them) a Paſſage into Ita), 
while they remained covered by Brian ſon, Fort Bar- 
raux and Mount Danphin ; and on the other fide by | 
the Switzers by means of Huninghen, the Santgoy, 
and the County of Burgundy. A Barrier of this Na- | 
ture will not only cover the Frontiers, but will alſo 
give an opportunity, if France, after having reſted | 
{ome time after the Peace to be made, attempts to 
moleſt again the Netherlands and the State, to pe- 
netrate into her own Territories, and by a Diver- 
{ton diſappoint their Deſigns; but it is to be wi - 
ſhed, that the ſaid Barrier may be made upon a 
laſting Foundation, for preventing the Inconve- 
niencies that have happen d more than once upon 
that Account. 
* Laſtly, it is to be wiſhed and endeavoured, NDP 
that afrer the next Peace 1s concluded, the States | 
may continue and remain United and Confede- | 
rated with the Friends and Allics, with whom 
they have hitherto carried, and do till carry on | 
the War againſt France, in Imitation and accord - 
ing to the Example of the Union called Fædus Sa- 
crum, winch is to continue for ever between the | 
Emperor and the Republick of Venice, for their 
mutual Defence againſt the Tarte. The World 
is fully convinced by Experience, that the Power 
of that Crown, 1n particular theſe 69 Years paſt, 
is become ſo Great and Formidable, that the other 
: * Princcs 
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© Princes and States cannot cover themſelves againſt . 


her Invaſions, without a mutual League and Uni- 
on: For this Confederacy was not concluded, be- 
cauſe one Prince or two had been attack d at dif- 
ferent times, but becauſe ſeveral Princes and States 
were attacked at the ſame time, as it happen d af- 
ter the Peace of Nimeghen, which was concluded 
with the reciprocal Diſſatisfaction and Diſunion 
of the Allies, when France, at the ſame tune, di- 
ſturbed and alarmed Jay by the purchaſing of Ca- 
za, and the Bombardment of Genoa ; Germany, by 
the ſeizing of Strazbargh, and the ſetting up of 


Chambers of Re-umion ; and Spain and this Hate 


by the Attack of Luxemburgh, and the Ravaging 
and Waſtuig of the Flat Countries in Flanders, If 
it be pretended that France has been very much 
weakened by this War, tis thought what has been 
{11d in this Diſcuſſion in relation to her preſent 
State, and the Reſources the has, is a ſuſficient 
Anſwer; but nothing is more able to ſhew tlie 
Importance and Neceſſity of continuing and pre- 
ſerving the mutual Union and Confederacy that 
have been fpoken of, than the following Conſide- 
rations: That in all the preceding Nepotiati- 
ons of Peace, the great Deſign of the French has 
been to create Diviſions and Jealouſies between the 
Allies, and fo to divide them one from the other: 
That when the Allies, after the Concluſion of 
Treatics of Peace, endeavoured to ſtrengthen them- 
{-lves by Alliances and Guaranties, France did not 
only oppoſe it, but took a Pretence and Occaſion 
from thence to pick up new Quarrels, altho in 
the ſaid Treaties it was agrecd, that the ſaid Trea- 
ties might be ſecurcd and corroborated by Gua- 
ranties: Witneſs the famous Triple Alliance con- 
cluded for ſecuring the Peace of Aix la Chapelle, 
which was the chief Cauſe that France attack'd the 
State in the Year 1672. We arc not to forget how 
much the French beſtir d themſelves, when after 
the Peace of Nimeghen your High Mightinefics en- 
deavoured to Confederate themſelves with Eng- 
land for the Guaranty of that Peace, which was 
afterwards concluded with Sueden and other Prin- 
ces, Beſides, that the Allies have to deal with a 
Crown, whoſe ancient Maxims are to make their 
| | B b 2 Treatie 
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Treaties win ſo much Artifice and Craftineſs, a: 
to break them upon the leaſt Pretence, which ob- 
lig d Elizabeth, Queen of England, in the Treaty 
of Blois in the Year 1572. to ſtipulate with Charles 
IX. King of France, that the Senſe and Meaning 
of the ſaid Treaty ſhould be taken and under- 
Rood according to the Natural and Genuine Pro- 
perty, Import and plain Meaning of the Words, 
and that no Cavils or crafty Interpretations there- 
of ſhould be admitted, as being uſed only to ſub- 
vert and wreſt the True and Genuine Meaning of 
the Parties. Notwithſtanding Precautions of this 
Nature, the French have often diicovered that they 
had quite other Deſigns, and namely after the 
Treaties of Vervins and the Pyrenees, for tho' they 
had ſtipulated with and promiſed to Spain, in the 
ſtrongeſt Terms that could be made uſe of, that 
they would not give directly or indirectly any 
Aſſiſtance to their Enemies, upon any Pretence 
whatſoever, yet that Crown ſoon found Subtilties 
and Pretences to do the contrary, and ſent to the 
Aſſiſtance of the Enemies of Spain, Generals, 
Troops and Money. It was upon the ſame Prin- 
ciples, that after the Treaty of Aix la Chapelle, 
they pretended and ſeized under the Name of De- 
pendencies of the Places yielded to them, not on- 
ly the Flat Country,, but alſo ſeveral Towns and 
Fortreſſes, netwithſtanding the Pretenſions were 
contrary to the Cuſtom and Uſage of the ſaid 
Countries for above One Hundred Years, which 
bad been acknowledged and agrecd to by France 
it ſelf in the Negotiations of the Treaty of Mun- 


ter. They purſued the ſame Deſign after the Trea- 


ty of Nimeghen, when under Colour and Name of 
the ſaid Dependencies, they laid Claim in theſe 
Parts to ſeveral Countrics, and tore off ſo great a 
part of the Emyire of Germany. We ſhall not 
mention here ſeveral other Inſtances, nor what In- 
terpretations they put after the Death of Charles II. 
King of Spain, on the famous Treaty of Partition, 
and conclude, that the Continuation and ſtrength- 
ning of the mutual Union betw¾een the Allies is 
abſolutely neceflary againſt the Craftineſs, Endea- 
vours, Practice and Enterprizes of the Enemy. 

* The War being to be carried on and * 
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© with all imaginable Vigcur, as it has been repre- CY 


© ſented, it follows as a neceſſary Conſequence, that 
great Sums of Money muſt needs neceſſatily be pro- 
vided for the ſame, and that it is impoſſible to 
© raiſe them otherwiſe than by heavy Iaxes and 
Charges upon the good Inhabitants of theſe Coun- 
© tries, Iis true, that during the Courſe of this War 
they have ſuffer d great Loſſes by Contributions to 
* the Enemy in ſome Parts; Inundations on the 
* other; Decay in their Trade ; Depredations at 
* Sea 3 Decay of their ManufaQtures, and the bad 
Crop they have had by reaſon of the terrible Win- 
* ter, and by a great Scarcity and Dearth of all 
© maaner of Proviſions : But ſceing, as it had been 
demonſtrated, that all the Efforts: made by your 
High Mightinefles and your Allies, have been hard - 
© ly able to obtain, with incredible Difficulties, the 
© Superiority of Arms, and other Advantages that 
have been mentioned, over an Enemy, who at 
* this very time does whatever Men can do, with- 
* out the leaſt regard to any particular Interelt, the 
Credit and Eaſe of his Subjects, for reſtabliſhing 
his Forces and putting himſelf in a Condition to 
cover his Territories, it is evident that thoſe Taxes 
are of an unavoidable Neceſſity in the preſent 
Conjuncture, notwithſtanding their Heavineſs and 
* Inconveniency, for obtaining a Speedy and Safe 
Peace. The preſent Diſpute, High and Mighty 
x Lords, is not about things of a common Impor- 
* tance: The Queſtion is not about more or leſs 
Territories, Reparation of Damages by Sea or 
Land, Satisfaction for an Afﬀront, nor for main- 
* taining Honour and Glory, tho' theſe Motives are 
© uſed to incourage People to overcome the greateſt 
* Dithcultics : Non de Vectigalibus; non de Sciorum 
© Iyjuriis ; but the Queſtion is, Whether France (hall 
in effect Domineer and Lord it over all the Chri- 
ſtian World, and conſequently to protect and de- 
* fend againſt the Enterprizes of that Crown, Li- 
* berty and Religion, two Pledges ſo dear and pre- 
* cious, that they cannot be too carcfully preſerved 
* and maintained. Things are already gone too far 
© to go back and ſlacken; for if through Impatience 
* or Uneaſineſs, under the neceſſary Charges or other

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WY SS © therto, ſhould grow remiſs and ſlacken, it is im- 


© poſſible to obtain the great End and Deſign in- 
© tended by this War ; but on the contrary a Slack- 
© ening and Remiſſneſs of this Nature, will have 
* the following bad Effects: That it being impoſ- 
© ſible to preſerve the Superiority of Arms and Con- 
© queſts already mentioned, all things will go back- 
« ward, after ſo much Blood and Treaſure ſpent to 
© bring them ſo far: That conſequently the Affairs 
© ſhall dwindle into a Defenſive War, that ſhall 
© not be able to hinder the Houſe of Bourbon from 
© confirming themſelves in the Poſſeſſion of the Spa- 
© niſh Monarchy, and France from becoming a Neigh- 
* bour to the State; and will make it impoſſible tor 
* the State to obtain a good and ſufficient Barrier: 
© That this will produce at laſt a (light and unſafe 
Peace, as bad in it ſelf as War, as it has been 
© formerly repreſented at large. From theſe Conſi- 
* derations it follows indiſputably, that in all Re- 
© {pets it is much better to bear (till with Pati- 
* ence and Conſtancy, the heavy and burthemſome 
© Charges of the War, in order to obtain a ſaſe and 
; 2 Peace, than to Slacken after having made 
© ſo great a Progreſs therein, loſe the Dear- bought 
© Glory and Advantages obtained, and run the risk 
© of falling into a Lingring Defenſive War, and 
* ſee this State once more plunged into perpetual 
© Expences, Unſecurity, Fears and Apprehenſions of 
* anew War, as it has been for theſe Forty Years 
© paſt, in reſpect to France. 

Aſter theſe Premiſes, High and Mighty Lords, 
your High Mightineſſes and the Lords States of the 
* reſpeEtive Provinces, will not expect to fee any 
© leflening of the Charges in the Particulars of this

© and other Preparations for carrying on a vigorous 
War; ſceing on the contrary it were to be wiſh'd 
that the Circumſtances of Affairs could permit to 
* augment them, Therefore the Council of State 
* preſenting with their general Petition, the Ordi- 
* nary and Extraordinary State of the War for the 
© Year 1710. think themſelves obliged to inſiſt be- 
© fore all other things, that the Forces, both Horſe 
© and Foot, in the Pay of the States, and others, 
* for whom there are any Subſidies paid, n 
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© nued on the ſame Foot: Beſeeching your High Cw 


Mightineſſes to tranſmit the preſent Petition and 
« State of War to the Lords the States of the reſpective 
© Provinces, and recommend, in the moſt effectual 
© manner, that the ſame may be approved and 
© conſented to, with the Readineſs aud Expediti- 
© on, which the Importance and Neceſſity of the 
© Contents thereof require, for carrying on the War 
© with Vigour, and ſee it ſoon terminate in a

The ARTICLES PRELIMINARY 
to the Treaties of a General PE A CE. 


I. A Good, firm, and laſting Peace, Confedera- 
cy, and perpetual Alliance and Amity, (hall 
be forthwith treated and eſtabliſh d between his Im- 
erial Majeſty, with all and each of his Imperial 
ajeſty's Allies, (principally the Kingdom of Great- 
Britain, and the Lords, the States-General of the 
United- Provinces ) on the one Part, and his Moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty, with his Allies, on the other 
Part. And ſceing the preſent Conjunctures have 
not permitted his Imperial Majeſty to take previ- 
ouſly the Approbation and Conſent of the Empire, 
upon all that relates to it, in ſeveral Articles con- 
tain'd in theſe Preliminaries, his Imperial Majeſty 
ſhall endeavour to procure, according to the Uſage 
eftabliſh'd in the Empire, as ſoon as poſſible, the 
Conſent and Ratification of the ſaid Empire, be- 
fore the Execution of the Articles, which particu» 
larly concern the Empire. | 

II. And to attain this good End ſpeedily, and to 
enjoy it as much as poſſible, from this Time, Preli- 
minary Articles are agreed, to ſerve for a Foundati- 
on of the Treaties of a general Peace. 

III. Eirſt, In Conſideration and in Conſequence 
of the ſaid good Peace, and ſincere Union of all 
the Parties, the Moſt Chriſtian King ſhall, from 
this Time, acknowledge, publickly and authentick- 


ly, as alſo afterwards, in the Treaties of Prace — 
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LAY be made; King Charles III. in the Quality of King 


of Spain, the Indies, Naples, and Sicily, and gene- 
rally of all the Territories dependant, and compre- 
hended under the Name of The Monarchy of Spain, 
in what Part of the World ſoever ſituate ; (except 
what is to be given to the Crown of Portugal, and 
the Duke of Savoy, purſuant to the Treaties between 
the High Allies, and the Barrier in the Netherlands, 
which the ſaid King Charles III. is to put into the 
Hands of the ſaid Lords, the States-General of the 
United Provinces, agrecably to the Tenour of the 
Grand Alliance, 1n the Year 1701 ; except alfo 
what ſhall be hereafter mention'd, touching the 
upper Quarter of Gelderland; and allo except the 
Agreements yet to be made with the ſaid King 
Charles III. without excepting any Thing more:) 
Together with all the Rights which the late King 
Charles the IId. did poſſeſs, or ought to have poſ- 
ſeſs d, as well for himſelf as his Heirs and Succeſ- 
ſors, according to the Will of Philip IV. and the 
Compacts eſtabliſh'd and receiv'd in the moſt Se- 
rene Houle of Auſtria. 

IV. And foraſmuch as the Duke of Anjon is at 
preſent in poſſeſſion of a great Part of the Kingdom 
of 'Spain, of the Coalt of Tuſcam), the Indies, and 
Part of the Netherlands, tis reciprocally agreed, 
That for the ſure Execution of the ſaid Articles, 
and of the Treaties of Peace to be made, the ſaid 
Treatics (hall be finiſh'd within the Term of two 
Months, to begin from the firſt Day of the enſuing 
Month of June, if poſſible, during which Time, his 
Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ſhall fo order it, that the 
Kirglom of Sicily ſhall be put into the poſſeſſion 
of his Catholick Majeſty, Charles III. And the ſaid 
Duke ſhall depart in full Safety and Freedom, out 
of the Limits of the Kingdoms of Spain, with his 
Conſort, the Princes, bis Children, their Effects, 
and, generally, all Perſons who are willing to fol- 
low them. And if, before the ſaid Term expire, 
the ud Duke of Anjou do not conſent to the Exe- 
cution of the preſent Agreement, the Moſt Chriſti- 
an King, and the ſtipulating Princes and States, 
ſha)l, by Concert, take proper Meaſures, that it 
may have entire Effect, and that all Europe may, 
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by the full Performance of the ſaid Treaties of Peace. 


peedily enjoy perfect Tranquility. 

v. To facilitate the Eſtabliſhment of that Tran- 
quillity, his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ſhall, within 
the Term of the Two Months, withdraw the Troops 
and Officers he now has in Spain, and alſo thoſe he 
has in the Kingdom of Sicily, as well as in the 
other Countries and Territories depending on the 
{aid Monarchy, in Europe, and from the Indies, as 
ſoon as poſſible ; Promiſing, on the Faith and Ho- 
nour of a King, not to ſend, hence-forward, to the 
Duke of Anjos (if he refuſes to acquieſce with this) 
or to his Adherents, any Succour, whether of Troops, 
Artillery, Ammunition, or Money, directly, or in- 
directly. 

VI. The Monarchy of Spain ſhall remain entire 
in the Houſe of Auſtria, in the Manner above- men- 
tion d. None of its Parts ſhall ever be diſmember d; 
neither ſhall the ſaid Monarchy, in Whole, or 1 
Part, be united to that of France; nor ſhall one 
and the ſame King, or a Prince of the Houſe of 
France, ever become Sovereign thereof, in any Man- 
ner whatſoever, either by Will, Legacy, Succeſſion, 
Marriage Compact, Donation, Sale, Contract, or 
any other Way whatever: No King who ſhall reign 
in France, nor any Prince of the Houſe of France, 
ſhall ever reign in Spain, or acquire within the Ex- 
tent of the ſaid Monarchy, any Towns, Forts, 
Places or Countries in any Part of it, eſpecially in 
the Netherlands, by virtue of any Donation, Sale, 
Exchange, Marriage-Compact, Inheritance, Lega- 
cy, Succeſſion by a Will, or in Default of a Will, 
in whatever kind or manner ſoever, either for him- 
ſelf, or for the Princes, his Sons, or Brothers, or 
their Heirs or Deſcendants. 

VII. Particularly and eſpecially, Fance ſhall 
never become poſſeſs d of the Spaniſh Indies, nor ſend 
Ships thither to exerciſe Commerce, under any Pre- 
text whatever. | 

VIII. His Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty being willing 
to give ſure Proofs of the Intention he has to main- 
tain a firm and laſting Peace, and to put an end to 
all Umbrage of his Deſigns, conſents to deliver up 
to his imperial Majeſty and the Empire, the City 
and Citadel of S'razbwgh, in the Condition they 
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LY are now in, with the Fort of Xell, and its Depen- 


dencies and Appurtena nces, ſituate on either (ide 
of the Rhine: without any demand of Coft or Ex- 
pences, under what Pretext ſoever; with 100 Pieces 
of Braſs-Cannon, of different Sizes, that is to ſay, 
50 Pieces, ſome twenty four, ſome twelve Pounders, 
and 50 Pieces, ſome of eight, ſome of four Pound 
Ball, and Ammunition 1n proportion ; to be re- 
eſtabliſh d in the Rank, Prerogatives and Privileges 
of an Imperial City, which it enjoy d before it came 
under the Dominion of his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ; 
which ſaid City of Stratburgh, aud its Forts, ſhall 
be deliver d up and evacuated immediately after the 
Ratifications of the Emperor, and Empire, ſhall 
be exchang'd at the Hague; and on the Appear- 
ance, at the Gates of the ſaid City and Forts of 
Strasburgh, of ſome Perſon authoriz d by a full Pow- 
er from his Imperial Majeſty, and the Empire, in 
the uſual Form, to take poſſeſſion of them. 

IX. That the Town of Briſac, with its Territory, 
ſhall be evacuated by his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, 
and by him reſtor d to his Imperial Majeſty, and the 
Houſe of Auſtria; with all the Cannon, Artillery, 
and Storcs of War that ſhall be found in it, by the 
end of June, at fartheſt; to be henceforward enjoy d 
by his Imperial Majeſty, as his own Property, fo as 
his Imperial Majeſty has enjoy d, and ought to have 
enjoy d it, in Execution of the Treaty of Peace con- 
cluded at nic; with the Cannon, Artillery, and 
Warlike-Stores now in it. 

X. His Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ſhall from hence- 
forward poſſeſs Alſace in the litcral Senſe of the 
Treaty of Munſter; ſo that he ſhall content him- 
ſelf with the Right of Prefeture over the Ten Im- 
perial Towns of the ſaid Alſace, yet without exten- 
ding the ſaid Right to the prejudice of the Preroga- 
tives and Rights belonging to them 1n common with 


other free Towns of the Empire; and he (hall enjoy 


his ſaid Right, together with the Prerogatives, Re- 
venues, and Demeſnes in ſuch Manner as his ſaid 
Majeſty ought to have enjoy d them from the Time

XI. In Conſequence of the ſaid Treaty of Man- 
fer, his ſaid Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ſhall, within 
the Time agreed, cauſe to be demoliſh'd, at bis own 
Expence, the fortified Places he has at preſent on the 
Rhine, between Baſil and Philipsbargh, namely, Hun- 
ninghen, New Briſac, and Fort Lows, with all the 
Works belonging to the {aid Fort, on each ſide of 
1 Rhine, ſo that they may never be rebuilt here- 
a der. 

XII. That the Town and Caſtle of Xhynfels, with 
their Dependencies, ſhall be poſſeſs d by the Land- 
grave of Heſſe- Caſſel, till it ſhall be agreed otherwiſe. 

XIII. The Queen of Great-Britain, and the Lords, 
the States-General, affirming, That the Clauſe in- 
ſerted in the Fourth Article of the Treaty of Ryſ- 
»ick, relating to Religion, is contrary to the Tenour 
of the Peace of Munſter, and coniequently ought 
to be repeal'd; 'tis thought fit, that this Aﬀair ſhall 
be referr'd to the Negotiation of the general Peace. 

XIV. As to Great Britain, bis Mott Coriſtian Ma- 
jeſty ſhall, from this Time, and in the Negotiation 
ot the Treaties of Peace to be made, acknowledge 
the Queen of Great Britain in that Quality. 

XV. His ſaid Majeſty ſhall alſo acknowledge the 
Succeſſion of the Crown of Great Britain, in the Pro- 
teſtant Line, as tis ſettled by Acts of the Parliament 
of Great Britain. 

XVI. The Moſt Chriſtian King ſhall deliver upto 
the Crown of Great-Briiain,what France poſſeſſes in the 
Iſland of Newfoandland; and on the Part of the Queen 
of Great-Britain, as well as on the Part of his Moſt 
Chriſtian Majelty, all the Countries, Iſlands, Forts 
and Colonies, which have been poſſeis d by the 
Arms of either Side, during the preſent War, in 
what Part ſoever of the Indies ſituate, fhall be mu- 
tually reftor'd. | 

XVII. His ſaid Majeſty promiſcs to cauſe all the 
Fortifications of the Town of Dunkirk, its Harbour 
and Rysbanks, with what belongs thereto, to be 
raz d at his Expence, without Exception, ſo that one 
half of the ſaid Fortifications ſhall be raz'd, and 
one half of the Harbour fill d up within the ſpace of

The Perſon who pretends to be King of 
Great-Britain, having deſir'd to depart the King- 
dom of France, to prevent the Demand which 
the Queen of Great Britain, and the Britiſh Nation 
have made, he ſhall retire into ſuch Country, and 
in ſuch Manner, as by the next enſuing Treaty of a 
gencral Peace, ſhall be agreed, as to the Means of 
his retiring. | 

XIX. In the principal Negotiation of the Trea- 
ties to be made, care ſhall be taken to ſettle a Treaty 
of Commerce with Great-Britain. 

XX. As to the King of Portugal, his Moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty ſhall conſent, that be ſhall enjoy all 


the Advantages ſtipulated in his Favour, by the Trea- 


tics made between him and his Allies. 

XXI. His Majeſty ſhall acknowledge the King of 
Pruſſia m that Quality, and promile not to diſturb 
him in the poſſeſſion of the Principality of Nefchatel, 
and of the County of Yalengin. 

XXII. And as to the Lords, the States-General, 
his Majelty ſhall yield, and make over to them, in 
the moſt expreſs Terms, that ſhall be judg'd proper, 
the Place of Farnes, with 1ts Diſtrict, ( the Fort of 
Knocque being therein included) Menin, with its 
Verge, Ipres, with its Caftellany and Dependencies, 
which from hence-forward ſhall be Bailleu, or Belle,

depends on the Places above-mention'd, (the Town 
and Caſtellany of Caſſel, remaining to his Moſt 
Chriſtian Majelty ) Lille, with its Caſtellany, (the 
Town and Government of Doway, to be excepted ) 
Conde and Maubeuge, with all their Dependencies ; 
the whole in ſuch Condition as the ſaid Places are 
at preſent, and particularly with the Cannon, Ar-

And to the End the ſaid Negotiation 
may be the better terminated within the Space of the 
ſaid Two Months; and that, upon the Execution of 
the ſaid Articles, the Peace may immediately be 
made, tis agreed that there ſhall be a Ceſſation of 
Arms between the Armies of all the Parties who are 
at War, to commence every where, as ſoon as the 
Concluſion of the ſaid Articles ſhall come to the 
Knowledge of the ſaid Parties, at preſent in War. 

XXXV. The moſt Chriſtian King, to give Proofs 
of his Deſire and Inclination to put a ſpeedy End to 
this Bloody War, promiſes, immediately after the 
Concluſion and Ratification of the ſaid Articles, to 
evacuate, as is aboveſaid, in the Netherlands, the 
Towns of Namur, Mons, and Charleroy, before —

The Ratification of the Preliminary Arti- 
cles, above ſpecif/ d, ſhall be furniſnd and exchang d, 
on the Part of the molt Chriſtian King, the Queen of 
Great- Britain, and the Lords the States-General, before 
the 15th of Fune next; on the Part of the Emperor, by 
the 1ſt of July following; and of the Empire as ſoon 
as poſſible : And upon the Delivery of the ſaid Ra- 
tifications of the Queen of Great-Britain, and the 
Lords, the States-General, the Execution of what is 
{tipulated touching the Evacuation of the Places 
which his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty is to reſtore and 
yicld up, in the Netherlands, as alſo touching the 
Demolition of the Town of Dunkirk, and the filling 
up of its Harbour, and every thing granted *

Reverend Sir, a , 
Yo U will, herewith, Receive Her Majeſties Brief 
for the better Support and Settlement of many 
Thouſands of Diſtreſſed German Proteſtants, who, 
through the repeated HVruptions of the French, at- 
tended with unmerciſul ExaZtions and other Inhuma- 
nities, have been fofced to quit their Native Country 
the Fruitful Palatinate, near the Rhine. They have 
choſen to take Refuge here, being induced thereto 
by the Conſideration of the Excellency of Our 
Conſtitution, and the Juſtice and Clemency of Our 
Government. 

The Church of England ( to uſe the Dying Words 
of one of my Predeceflors ) hath been a Shelter to other 
Neighbouring Churches when a Storm hath driven upon 
them, It was fuch in former Times, it hath been ſo 
of late, and I queſtion not it will be ſo in this In- 
ſtance, in exemplary manner. * 
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Our moſt Gracious Queen, (the Supreme Governor (Vo 


of It under Chriſt ) hath already, with a very ten- 
der Care and Regard Entertain d theſe Poor Stran- 
gers, and, at no ſmall Expence, Suſtain'd them Dy 
a preſent vupply : and the Good People, 1n who 
Neighbour they have bitherto been, have Com 
forted them very much by the effects of their great 
Humanity.

My Reverend Brethren Ls | 
0 U will herewith receive Her Majeſties Brief 


for a Collection to be made in all the Pariſhes 
of Great-Britain, for the preſent Support and future

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wr their Habitations, and to flee hither for Bread, ag 


well as for the free Exerciſe of their Religion. 
You cannot but have heard how thar Country, 
the Palatinate, lying in Upper Germany, on both ſides 
of that famous River the Rhine, has been oyer-run 
by the French above Twenty Years ſince : And that 
irt of it, where theſe poor People lived, being on 
hat ſide of the River next to France, has been a 
French Conquelt the | ary part of this time. There 
they have lived like Iſrael in Egypt, groaning under 
the Yoke of their crucl Task-malters ; Whole Pha- 
raoh, the grand Enemy of the Proteſtant Religion, 
after his having deſtroyed it in his own Kingdom, 
and with his Forces butcher'd the poor Proteſtants in 
Piedmont,was not like to ſpare thoſe in the Palatinate, 
But for that part of it where theſe People lived, he 
durſt not unpeople it for fear of ſtarving his Army, 
and his Garriſons thereabout : Therefore he only 
took away their Churches, and oppreſſed them with 
unmerciful Taxes ; giving them leave to till the 
Ground, for the Supply of his Troops with Corn 
and other Neceſſaries, and only {ſuffering them to 
live upon the relt. Thus they have done now theſe 
many Years ; but at preſent, by reaſon of the great 
Scarcity in France, all their Corn has been fetch'd 
away thither ; and ſo theſe poor Wretches were left 
in a ſtarving Condition, not knowing what to do 
with themſclves. 

On the other (ide of the Rhine they had no Friend 
to flee to but their own Prince, who 1s no Friend to 
their Religion; and for fear of his Diſpleaſure the 
other German Princes would not receive them. Hol- 
land alſo was tender in that Point. The next Coun- 
try was England, which has been always a Sanctua- 
ry for Proteſtants in their greateſt Diſtrefſes. Hither 
they reſolved to come in this deſtitute Condition. 
So coming by Parties in Boats down the Rhine, where 
the French Troops could not reach them, and then 
taking Shipping in Holland, they made a ſhift to get 


over hither, to throw themſelves at Her Majeſties 
Feet. | 


Her Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to receive 
them ; andin Compaſſion to their extreme Poverty, 
has hitherto pinch'd Her ſelf to give them a Subſi- 
ſence, which cannot be done but with a yery great 
Weekly 
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Weekly Charge. This Burden lies heavy on Her 
Majelty ; and yet She would not eaſe Her ſelf of it 
by throwing it on Her Loving Subjects; but that it 
is a Providence of God that has called us to it. He 
has laid before us ſuch an extraordinary Object of 
our Chriſtian Charity, as I may truly ſay we never 
had the like in any Age. For, though of late Years 
there have come hither great Objects of Charity, eſ- 
pecially the French Refugees, and thoſe that were 
driven out of Ireland, for whom there have been 
Collections made in our Churches; yet both thoſe 
times, a great part of them that came over brought 
with them, where with, not only to maintain them- 
ſelves, but to be helpful to their poor Brethren. But 
for theſe poor Wretches, having been ſo many Years 
a French Conqueſt, they had nothing left to bring 
with them, nor have any hope of ſubſiſting any 
otherwiſe than by our Charity, both for their pre- 
ſent Relief, and to put them 1n a way to work for 
their Living, e 

Above 1200 of theſe poor People are ſuch as were 
employed in Husbandry in thairown Country. And 
if they are ſo employed here, their Labour will raiſe 
more things for human Life than will feed and cloath 
all their Company. The reſt are all ſuch as have 
lived by taking pains in their ſeveral Callings; and 
theſe alſo being placed, as care will be taken they 
ſhall be, in ſuch places where there is a want of 
Men of thoſe ne © there will be a Benefit to the 
People with whom they ſhall live. 

This is enough to ſatisfic any reaſonable Man, when 
he ſees that it will be good husbandry for him to give 
what he can ſpare to others on ſuch an Occaſion. But 
if there be any among us, ſuch as St. Peter ſpeaks of 
in his 2d. Epiſtle, that deſpiſe dominion, and ſpeak evil of 
dignities, we are not to wonder that thele are not to 
be ſatisfied with any thing Her Majeſty does. But 
after all their murmurings, in this caſe, their Mouths 
will be ſtopped with the Dutch Declaration, that 
came out ſince theſe people's coming hither, All the 
World knows that Holland abounds with people that 
live upon Trade, and that are jealous to the utmoſt 
of having it taken away from them: And yet ſince 
the coming of theſe Multitudes hither, which are 
more than could at firſt be expected; the Ds, 

we 
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vu ell conſidering the Advantage we are like to have 
by it, are now for inviting them into their Country, 
But, not to give offence to the Elector Palatine, their 
Prince, they invite them not by the name of Pala- 
tines, but of perſons driven out of their Country for 
being Proteſtants. | | 
The Words of that Declaration are well worth 
our conſidering. Thus they ſay , We the States of 
Holland, &c. do give all People to anderſtand, that ha- 
ving taken into Confederation, that in general, the Greatneſs 
Proſperity of any Country, and in particular that 0 
this Province, is increaſed in Power and Riches by t 
Conconrſe of diſperſed and miſerable Perſons, who, havin 
been driven ont for the Profeſſion of the True Reform 
Religion, or by other Oppreſſions, have taken their San- 
ctuaty in this Province, and have this long while much 
contributed to the increaſe of Trade, of Manufacturet, 
and of the common Good, &c. We therefore have thought 
good to ordain, &c. that all Perſons, who are retired ont 
of the Kingdom of France, or other Countries, for the 
ſſion , the True Reformed Religion, and have taken 
their Santtuary in this Province, &c. and alſo all other 
the like Refugees, who for the future, whether directly out 
| of France, or other Conntries and Provinces, will retire 
| hither, and ſettle themſelves here, ſhall be acknowledged 
| and received for the future, &c. for our Subjects, &c. 
if And they ſhall enjoy the Right of Naturalization, as it 
I bath been here Pabliſhed by our Alt of Septcraber 25. 
if 18620. 

This Act of theirs, we ſee by the Date of it, was 
paſt near Forty Vears ſince: And by this Declara- 
tion, which was firſt publiſhed at the Hagae on 
Wedneſday was ſevennight, being the Thirteenth of |

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that they are Patriots that love England better tan 


the Dutch do their own Country ; but we ouzht to 
conſider, whether they are not ſuch as are given to 
find fault, eſpecially with every, thing that touches 
their Pocket ; or whether they have not ſome other 
meaning in it, for which all people of Reaſon and 
Senſe will take heed of them, _ 
But if there ſhould be any ill hugbandry in this, 
it would be only in giving a little to Him to whom 
we owe all. This every one will conſider, that has 
any ſenſe of Religion. But for us of the Church of 
England, we are under a more eſpecial Obligation 
to do this. We are hereby to ſhew our Thankful- 
neſs to God, who bath ſo wonderfully preſerved us, 
at ſeveral times wuhin our memory, It was a great 
Dcliverance we bad from wy in King James s 
time; who made it the chief, and almoſt the only 
Buſineſs of bis Reign, to bring in by — ths wp us. 
When that danger was over, in King William s ox 
God then preſerved us from being made a Frenc 
Conqueſt, which. was very near coming upon us, 
two times eſpecially, viz. in the Years 1692, and 
1695. | ; 
if God for our Sins had ſuffered either or bath of 
theſe Judgments to have fallen upon us, it 1s viſible 
what the effect of it had been : Either we had been 
driven out of our Country, or had been Slaves in it, 
as Iſrael wag in the Land of Egypt. Then, it ever 
God had reſtored us again, we ſhould have pemem- 
bred what He ſaid to 1ſrael in that caſe, Deut. X. 
17, 18, 19. The Lord your God-—loveth the ſtranger, 
in giving bim food and raiment ; Love ye therefore the 
ſtranger, for ye were ſtrangers in the land of Egypt. 
That we were not ſo, we ought to thank God, and 
to ſhew it, in loving the Rranger, as God teaches us 
to do, in giving him food and raiment likewiſe, 

But how much more ſhould we think our ſelves 
obliged to do this, as conſidering that this Stranger 
is our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ? He, as being the Head of 
his Church, takes himſelf to be concerned in what 
is done to all his Members; but eſpecially to them 
that ſuffer for his ſake. So we ſee that Chriſt took it 
on himfelf, when Paul, being yet a Phariſce, was 
going to page the poor Chriſtians: Saul heard a 
voice from Heaven, ſaying to him, Why perſe

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Lord? The Lord wiſwered, I am Feſus whom thou per- 
ſecure, Ace VIII. 4, 5. N 
But has our bleſſed Lord this ſenſe of what is done 
to his perſecuted Members, only in the ill things they 
ſuffer, and not in the good that they receive at our 
hands? Yes ſurely: He is ſenſible of the good that 
we do them, though it be but in giving them a cup of 
water for his ſake, Mari IX. 41. He not only takes 
notice who they are that do any good to his perſe- 
cuted Members, but alſo he takes notice io they 
are that do it not upon ſuch an occaſion. He not 
only knows, but he remembers, and will make them 
ſee it one day. This our Saviour ſays plainly, 
Matth. XXV. 31. In the day when the Son of man 
comes in his glory, he will divide the Sheep from the Goats, 
placing them of the one ſort on his right hand, and 
them of the other on his left; and then, verſe 34. Hr 
ſhall jay to them on his right hand, Come ye bleſſed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you, &c. For 1 
was hungry, and ye gave we meat : 1 was thirſty and ye 
gave me drink; I was a ſtranger, and ye took me in; 1 
was naked, and ye cloathed me, &c. Then ſhall the righte- 
ous ſay, Lord, when ſaw we thee hungry, or thirſty, or 4 
ranger, or naked, and did thoſe things for thee ? 
And he ſhall anſwer them, verſe 40. Verily I ſay unto 
vou, Inaſmuch as ye have done it to one Hog eal of 
theſe my brethren, ye have done it to me, This will be 
a Joyful hearing indeed to them that ſhall have the 
benefit of it.

FT has | our Gracious Queen, after She had, |

Strangers; far the People of Iſrael had known what 


the Heart of a Stranger was, how deſolate and caſt 
Dd down 
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down, And the Apoſtles did on many Occaſions 
charge. thoſe firſt Converts to be ready to Receive 
and Entertain Strangers; and thoſe now come 
among us are truly the Strangers in the Scripture-Lan- 
dune being forced to leave their Country, what 
y 


the Deſolations of War, and what by the Op- 
preſſion of Perſecutors, ſo that they fly to this Charch 
and Nauon, that God has honoured to give San- 
Etuary and Relief to ſo many Thouſands, driven 
from their own Countries by the Fury and Violence, 
of Bloody Men. It is not fo long ſince we our 
ſelves were thinking to what part of the World 
we were to have gone for Refuge, when we were 
{o near Falling underthe Power of Men, whoſe 
Tender Mercies are Cruel. It is true, God broke 
that Snare, and we were Delivered. Let us there- 
fore now. Treat theſe Strangers as we would have de- 
fired to be Treated, if we had been forced to wan- 
det up and dawn the World; and while we, by 
the good Providence of God, feel none of the Miſe- 
ries of War, let our Bowels be moved for thoſe whoſe 
Subſtance has been Devoured by it. Who knows 
what a Share the Charitics ſhew'd ſome Years ago to 
other Refugees has had in drawing down thoſe ſignal 
Bleſſings of God on Her Majeſty's Counſels and Arms, 
that are the Wonder of the whole World. Let us 
not therefore be weary in Well-doing ; and tho' 
Taxes are Heavy, yet let us Straiten our ſelves, and 
give even out of our Neceſſity; and by ſo doing, we 


may hope our Publick Bleſſings ſhall not only be con- 


tinued to us, but ſhall grow and encreaſe upon us. 
And we may ſoon ſee the happy Effects of our Re- 
lieving theſe Strangers, iu their Induſtry among us;

© Dukes of Liegni Brieg (who were of the Re- 
formed Religion) are named before others, and 
accordingly the faid Reformed Dukes, with their 
Subjects have, by vertue of the ſaid Treaty of 
Weſtphalia, always enjoy'd the ſame Liberty of 
Conſcience and Religion, as the Lutherans did. 
And altho it is true, that the Reformed were not 
poſſeſs d of ſo many Churches as the Lutherans, yet 
be ſaid Reftorm'd have been equally conſider d 
and regarded in this Reſpect, as the others; and 
therefore be their Neat never ſo ſmall, they 
have had always an equal Liberty of Conſcierice 
and Religion with them ; becauſe, in thoſe Places 
* where the Lutherans had the Free Exerciſe of Re- 
*ligion, by vertue of. the Treaty of Miſtiphalia, the 
* Reformed Inhabitants there, had an equal Right 
with them, according to the ſaid Treaty: And 
* where the Privilege of publickly exerciſing the 
Divine Worſhip, was not allow'd, the ſaid Re- 
* formed, as well as the Lutherans, had an ep 
Liberty, privately to exerciſe the ſame in thei 
* Houſes, and keep Tutors for inſtructing their 
Children in Spiritual and Temporal Matters. 
* It is very well known beſides, that the Reformed 
* were itted, for ſeveral Years after the conclu- 
* hon of the Freaty of Weſtphalia, to exerciſe the 
Divine Worſhip, without any Moleſtation, in 
* Carolath, a Town in Lower Sileſia, and at Ratimor, 
a Place in Upper Sileſia, in the Dutchy of Teſchen: 
They had alſo in their Poſſeſſion, the Church at 
* Brieg, until the Death of the Duke of that Name: 
The Reformed Worſhip was likewiſe perform'd in 
the Ducal Chapel of Liegnitz, Weblay, Ohlau, and 
Sachwitx; and the fame Liberty was obtained b 
divers Noblemen in the ſaid Country, whoſe 
Names it would be unneceſſary to mention.

 _— had been ſurpriz d and over-reach'd. 
Things being at this Paſs, what Courſe was 
there for us to take? We ſaw our ſelves ſurrounded 
* with Enemies, and at their Mercy: We had let 
* flip from our Hands all the Fruit we might have 
expected from our Victory; and we had loſt the 
* improving the advantageous Offers that were made 
* us: That fine Treaty of Peace having ready been 
made publick throughout all Europe. It was not 
© therefore in our Power to refuſe publiſhing the 
Declaration of 9-20 January, 1707, which the 
© King of Sweden wreſted from us. "But not being 
able to delay our juſt Reſentment, we caus'd to be 
arreſted, and committed to the Fortreſs of Sonnef- 
tein, the pernicious Contrivers of the Treatv, ha- 
'ving depriv'd *em of their Dignities and Offices, 
and the Sentence they have juſtly deferv'd will be 
* pronounc'd againſt them. Os ONT 
Now hard and unjuſt ſoever were the Conditions 
© of Peace that had been impos'd upon us, yet the King 
© of Sweden did not even obſerve the Engagements he 
Thad entred into. To be convinc'd of it, tis but 
© reading the firſt Article of the Treaty, importing, 
That cauſing all Hoſtilities to ceaſe, they mutually pro- 
* miſe not to do any Thing, by themſelves or others, ſe- 
© cretly or openly, direttly or indirefly, that may prejudice 
© one another; not to give any Aſſiſtance one againſt the 
* other, under any Pretence whatſoever, but rather en- 
* deavour and do, for the future, whatſoever may advance 
© each others Honour and Advant e, &c. 
Moreover, by the XVth Article of the ſame 
© Treaty, it was only ſtipulated, That the King of 
sweden {ſhould be allow'd to put his Troops into Min- 
© ter-Quarters in Saxony, and exat Subfiſtence for them 
there. But the faid Winter-Quarters were protra- 
© ted to the middle of dummer, under various Pre- 
* rences, and by unjuſt Demands, which twas im- 
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poſſible to ſatisfy ; nor did they ceaſe till the Dif- WY w

* ferences Which aroſe between the Emperor and 
* the King of Sweden were adjuſted, by Means of 
Count Wenceſlaus de Wratiſlaw, his Imperial Maje - 
0 12 vr. Thus theſe Winter-Quarters laſted 
* above one Year; for the King of Sweden havirig 
* paſs'd the Oder, at Steinau, made an Irruption into 
* our Dominions the 1ſt of September, 1706, and did 
not go out of them, in order to fe- enter Poland the 
* fame Way, till the 19th of September the following 
*Year; and our Subjects were even oblig'd to carry 
; as far as Poland the Forrage he had provided for his 
Army. 
We had already, before the Spring, perform'd 
* all the Conditions of the dere, according to the 
King of Sweden's Requeſt, by Letters which he 
caus d to be deliver'd to us in the Month of Febry- 
y, 1707, by his Secretary Cederhielm, We had ſet 
at Liberty all the Swediſh Priſoners we had taken at 
the Battle of Kaliſp, tho we had receiv'd in Ex- 
* change none of the Men belonging to us, who had 
been carry'd Priſoners to Sweden; for which, howe- 
ver, General Mardefeld had engag'd his Word, by 
a Promiſe he gave in Writing, when we ſer him, 
and thoſe who were Priſoners with him, at Liber- 
ty. We were even forc'd to give up, as Priſoners 
to the Swedes, ſuch of our Soldiers and Subjects, 
* whom they had taken at the Battle of Frawenſtadt, 
and whom we had reſcu'd at that of Kaliſh, 
 * Altho' we were not in the leaſt engag'd to it by 
* the Treaty of Peace, yet, at the Deſire of the King 
of Sweden, we condeſcended to write with our own 
Hand, a Letter to Staniſlaus, wherein we treated 
nim in the ſame Manner, and gave him the ſame 
Titles as were allow'd him by the King of Sweden. 
Our Intention was, to teſtify by this Step, that we

in ſixteen, which could not fail entirely exhauſting

* violently wreſted from our Subjects for their En- 
* tertainment : Beſides which, thoſe Banditti robb'd 
and plunder'd with fuch Licentiouſneſs as grew 
daily worſe and worſe ; inſomuch, that the Ring 
of Sweden was himſelf oblig'd to publiſh an Edict, 
© the: 12th of October, 1706, for preventing thoſe 
l 0 and allowing ſuch Robbers to be impri- 
ſon d. | 

The Swediſh Army was no leſs burthenſom to 
* our Electorate, and Dominions : For the very 
* Places that had been burnt down were no more 
Nan from Contributions than thoſe that re- 
main d entire; and the Inhabitants that ſtaid be- 
© hind were even obliged to pay for deſolate Places, 
from whence we our ſelves receiv'd no Taxes long 
before: Nor were the Places that had been burnt 
by the Fault of the Swedes themſelves, which often 
happen d, free from Contributions: Of which we 
have a fad Inſtance in what happen d at 5:bre, a 
g Town in the Circle of Thuringia. The Swedes ſet 
Fire to the four Corners of the Town, becauſe the 
* Inhabitants had not furniſh'd in time all the For- 


rage demanded of them; and what is molt abomi- 


* nable in this barbarous Proceeding, thoſe of the 
© Inhabitants who ſaved themſelves in the Churches, 
thinking they might find a ſecure Refuge near the 
Altar, were dragged from that facred Sanctuary, 
and driven away with a Whip. We paſs over 
* what has happen'd in other * the Ruins 
© whereof are ſad Monuments of their fatal Deſtiny. 

© We had offer d to take upon us the collecting the 
Contributions, hoping thereby to prevent the Ruin 
* with which our Subjects were threaten d, by the 
* unequal and diſproportionate Method in whic the 
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© Swedes levied the Impoſitions call'd Steure-ſchock; 
© but we were not allow'd to do it. It was likewiſe 
* our Deſire that the general Impoſitions, call'd Ex- 
© ciſes, ſhould ſtill remain on the ſame Foot as before, 
© that the Sums exacted from our Subjects might be 
more eaſily gather'd, and their Poverty reliev'd : 
But the Swedes, not contented with the entire ſup- 
preſſing of the ſaid Exciſes, turn'd out of their 
; Poſts thoſe who were —_ to collect the ſame, 
© abuſed them ſeveral Ways, and often dragg'd them 
to Priſon. Thus, notwithſtanding the Peace that 
© had been concluded, we found our ſelves ſtill de- 
© priv'd of all our natural Rights over our Subjects. 

© It was not thought ſufficient for the King of Swe- 
© den to iſſue out Orders in his Quarters, for the 
* raiſing of ſuch exceſſive Contributions, but his 
* Officers muſt alſo tax our Subjects at their Plea- 
* ſure, and exact the Shares and Rations they thought 
* fit. And if any of thoſe Officers was adjudg'd to 
* reſtore the Overplus, he ever found ſome Pretence 
© or other to evade it, and to fruſtrate thoſe who 
© were entitled to the Reſtitution ; and it happen'd 
« ſometimes, that thoſe who made Complaints of 
= Nature, were expoſed to all manner of In- 

ults. | | 1 

© The Swedes were never ſatisfy d either with the 
© Weight or Meaſure. To waſte the more Forrage, 
© they litter d their Horſes with Hay. No Regard 
© was ſhewn to our Officers, Judges, or Magiſtrates, 
© whoſe Perſons were no where ſafe, but rather of- 
© ten dragg'd to Priſon, on various Pretences. If in 
any Corporation any Man was more ſubſtantial 
© than the reſt, he was ſure to be impriſon'd, and ob- 
; lig d to pay for ſuch as were not able. 

Neither the Reſpect due to Churches, nor the 
Sanctity of Holy-days, were Protection againſt 
© Inſults. Perſons and Places that had already fur- 
© niſh'd their Aſſeſſments, weresforc'd: to pay for 
* thoſe that had not done it. Cloaths, Beds, and 


© other Houſhold Furniture, were taken away, and 


© ſold to 7ew:, purpoſely ſent for from Bohemza, hard-

© gur Subjects, diſregarding the Salvation of their 
© Souls, have had Recourſe to the diſmal Extremity 
© of laying violent Hands upon themſelves, -to free

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themſelves at once from the Torments and Suffer.

Tis not to be thought what the Swedes exacted 
* at their Departure. As if they had the Property of 
All, they demanded and took away the beſt Horſes 
they could find, either to mount them, or to car- 
* ry their Baggage; they either drove away Cattle, 
* orexaCted the Value thereof: They had before le- 
* vied great Sums ot Money, to buy Horſes for their 
* Artillery, .Cloth, Tents, Bisket, and many other 
Things of that Nature; they forc'd our Subjects 
* to follow 'em, not only as far as Poland, but even 
to Ukrania, from whence Part of them are not yer 
* return'd ; they got together numerous Droves of 
* Oxen, out of which they choſe the fatteſt, which 
* they carried away : We paſs over in Silence abun- 
dance of Exorbitancies of thiskind. 

* Nor could the King of Sweden himſelf deny, 
that all the Exceſſes before-mention'd, were actu- 
ally committed: Since we acquainted him with the 
ſame by two Letters, one of the 1, the other of 
the 12th of Auguſt, 1707. But in his Anſwer, of 
© the 9th of the ſame Month, to our firſt Letter, 
© he alledg'd no other Excuſe, than that it was im- 
poſſible to maintain ſo long, ſo numerous an Army 
as his, without burthening the Country. 

© It was neceſſary to mention all theſe Inſtances; 
© to let the whole World know how we have been 
dealt with; what Miſeries and Calamities our 
subjects (who expected quite different Fruits from 
Peace) have undergone; and how the King of 
Sweden has violated the Engagements he had en- 
* tred into. 

To this we fhall add, That our Adverſary, con- 
* trary to the VIth Article of the Treaty, has diveſt- 
* ed many Poles of the Dignities and Offices they poſ- 
* ſels'd in Poland, and in the great Nutchy of Lichu- 
* ania, and which we had beſtow'd upon them be- 
* fore the Time prefix'd by the Treaty, viz. before 
* the 5-16 of February, 1704. 

Upon the whole Matter, we are perſuaded, that 
* all Men of Senſe in the World have look'd with 
* Indignation on ſo hard and cruel a Treaty, in 
* which ſuch unreaſonable Conditions were impos'd 


upon us; a Treaty, beſides, which was dictated 
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do our Plenipotentiaries; which they ſign'd con- 


/ © trary to their Orders, and the Reſtriction inſerted 


| © in their full Powers, not to treat but upon equitable 
| © and Chriſtian Conditions. We are likewiſe perſua- 
© ded, that all ſenſible Perſons have reckon'd that 
© Treaty of Peace among thoſe Engagements which 
* a Man is not bound to keep. | 
All the Conditions that were exacted by that 
© fatal Treaty, are not only derogatory from the 
4 — bn; Dignity and Honour, which ought to be 
* as dear as Life it ſelf, but beſides, they are incon- 
ſiſtent with Equity, the uſtoms and Laws of 
Nations, and attended with inſuperable Difficul- 
ties; ſo that they ought to be look'd upon as null 
© and void. 
Was ever any King, legally anointed, preſſed or 
* compel'd to ackrwwledge, as true and lawful King, 
one of his Rebel-Subjects ; who had no other 
Merit or Title to _ his Pretenſions, but his 
* Difobedience to his rightful Sovereign, contrary 
© to the Oaths he had ſo often taken, and his Cri- 
* minal Affection to the Enemy of his Country; 
an Intruder obnoxious to the Laws and Conſtitu-

ty, and for anſwering private Truſts for the Benefit of 
uch Papiſts, under Colour and Pretence that Annui- 
ties being only perſona], and not real Inheritances, are 
not comprehended within that Clauſe of the ſaid AR, 
whereby Papiſts are diſabled from. purchaſing Lands 
and Tenements : For Remedy whereof, and for avoid- 
ing all Diſputes that may ariſe thereon, be it enacted,

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Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall and 


may be lawful to and for any two or more Juſtices 
of the Peace, within any County, or County of a 
City, or County of a Town in this Kingdom, by 
Warrant or Warrants under their and eve;y of their 
Hands and Seals, directed to any Sheriff, Conſtable 
or other Officer, to Summon any Man ot the Age of 
Sixteen Years, or upwards, to appear before ſuch Ju-

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CARY And that Popiſh Prieſts meet in great Numbers at Bu- 


rials, and on other Occaſions, where they have great 
Opportunity to form Deſigns againſt the publick Peace: 
And alſo at other Times, meeting in great Numbers, 
they have conferr'd Popiſh Holy Orders on Popiſh 
Prieſts, who were not Popiſh Prieſts at the Time of 
the Regiſtring the Popiſh Clergy of this Kingdom, 
which they perform by laying on of the Hands of ma- 
ny of the ſaid Popiſh Prieſts together, to the Intent 
that the Party himſelf, ſo receiving the ſaid holy Or- 
ders, may not know in whom the Power of conferring 
ſuch Popiſh holy Orders was lodg'd. 

For the more effectual preventing the Miſchiefs a- 


foreſaid, be it enatted, by the Authority aforeſaid, 


That from and after the Firſt Pay of Seprember, One 
thouſand ſeven hundred and nine, no Popiſh Prieſt 
whatſoever ſhall officiate or exerciſe the Office or 
Function of a Popiſh Prieſt, in any Pariſh within any 


County of this Kingdom, but in the Pariſh where the 


ſaid Popiſh Prieſt did officiate at the Time of the Re- 
giſtering the _ Clergy of this Kingdom, and for 
which Pariſh alſo he was regiſter'd, and in no other 
Pariſh whatſoever, under the Pains, Penalties, and 
Forfeitures as any Popiſh Regular Convitt is liable un- 
to by the Laws and Statutes of this Realm, any thing 
in the ſaid Act for Regiſtering the Poprſh Clergy in this 
Kingdom, or any other Act to the contrary in any wiſe 
notwithſtanding. 

And whereas by an Act of Parliament paſt in this 
Kingdom, in the ſixth Year of the Reign of her pre- 
ſent Majeſty, it is enacted, That if any Popiſh Prieſt ſball, 
after the Time therein expreſſed, celebrate Matrimony between 
any Perſons, knowing, at the Time of ſuch Marriage, they, or 
either of them, is ” the Proteſtant Religion; that every ſuch 
Popiſb Prieſt, ſo offending, and being thereof lawfully convitt- 
ed, ſball be deemed, judged, and reputed to be a Popiſh Regu- 
lar Clergyman. Now to the end that no Popiſh Prieſt 
may pretend that he did not know either of the Parties 
at any Time ſo married by him, to be of the Prote- 
ſtant Religion, be it enafted, by the Authority afore- 
ſaid, Thar if any Popiſh Prieſt ſhall, after the Firſt 
Day of Seplember, One thouſand ſeven hundred and 
nine, be proſecuted for offending, contrary to the ſaid 
Statute, and that it doth appear that the ſaid Perſons, 
ſo married, or any one of them, was, or were, a Pro- 
teſtant, or Proteſtants, at the Time of the Marriage;

And whereas the ſaid Act to prevent the further Growth 
of Popery, and ſeveral other Acts of Parliament, have 
been moſt notoriouſly eluded by ſeveral Papiſts, and 
others in Truſt for them, who have purchaſed ſeveral 
Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, and taken 
Leaſes, contrary to the true Inteat and Meaning of the 
ſaid Act; and have alſo taken collateral, and other 
Securities, by Mortgages, Judgments, and Statutes, to 
cover, ſupport, and ſecure ſuch their Purchaſes and 
Leaſes : For Remedy whereof, and for the better en- 
forcing the Execution of the ſaid Acts, be it further 
enacted and declar'd, by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
all collateral, and other Securities, by Mortgages, 


Judgments, Statutes-Merchant, or of the Staple, or o- 


therwiſe howſoever, which have been made or enter'd

or Children, under the Age of Fourteen Years, from 
the Time of ſuch, his, her, or their Converſion, ro be 
educated in the Proteſtant Religion, as by Law eſta- 
bliſh'd ; the Purchaſe, and Purchaſes, Mortgage, and

Provided alſo and for the better Diſcovery of ſuch 
Truſts for Ppifts, or Perſons profeſſing the Popiſh Re- 
ligion, be ir further enacted, by the Authority afore- 
ſaid, That it ſhall and may be lawful for any Proteſtant 
or Proteſtants, to prefer one more Bill or Bills in her 
Majeſty's High-Court of Chancery, or Chancery of the

gainſt all Perſons privy to ſuch Truſts or Confidence

And whereas by an Act of Parliament made in the 
Ninth Year of.the Reign of his late Majeſty, King 
William, of Glorious Memory, entituled, Au Act tor 
Baniſhing all Papiſts exerciſing any Eccleſiaſtical Juriſaitl ion, 
and all Regulars of the Popiſh Clergy, out of this Kingdom, 
it is enacted, That all Popiſh Archbiſbops, Biſhops, Vicars« 
General, Deans, Jeſuits, Monks, Fryers, and all other Regular 
Popiſh Clergy, and all Papifts exerciſing Eccleſiaſtical J ur iſdi- 
ction, ſhould depart out of this Kingdom before the Firſt Day of 
May, which was in the Year of our Lord, One thouſand ſix 
hunared ninety eight; and if any of the ſaid Ecclefiaſtical Per- 


ſons ſhould be at any time, after the ſaid Firſt Day of May, 


within this Kingdom, they, and every of them, ſhould ſuffer 
Impriſonment, and remain in Priſon, without Bail or Main- 
prize, tilt he or they ſhould be tranſported beyond Sear, out of 
her Majeſty's Dominions, whither his then Majeſty, his Heirs, 
or Succeſſors, or the Chief Governor or Governors of this King- 
avm, for the time being, ſhould think fit, 

And whereas it is further enacted by the ſaid Sta- 
tute, That from and aft:r the Nine and twentieth Day of 
December, which was in the Year of our Lord One thouſand 
fix hundred ninety and ſeven, no Popiſh Arch.
